IN vision Nahum the Prophet saw automobiles speeding along our broad highways. He 
speaks of a night scene when he watched the glare of headlights which he likened to 
flaming torches, and he associates this period with the Day of Preparation: ‘“The chariots 
shall be with flaming torches in the day of his preparation.” 

Continuing, Nahum describes the accidents he witnessed taking place as speeding 
automobiles collide upon our highways: ““The chariots shall rage in the streets, they shall 
justle one against another in the broad ways: they shall seem like torches, they shall run 
like the lightnings.”’ (Nahum 2: 4.) 

Few are aware as they travel in automobiles that they are riding in the “chariots” 
which Nahum saw in vision and that they enjoy the convenience of a vehicle which is 
fulfilling the predictions of an ancient prophecy. Also, the automobile is in itself a sign 
that we are living in the Day of Preparation, for the Times of Restitution are drawing 
near. No sign is lacking among those which are to indicate that our generation is the one 
upon which the end of the age has come. 
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ONE cannot think of the month of June without immediately 
giving thought to vacation expectations. The summer months 
have become synonymous in the thoughts of the American people 
with days of leisure spent in the mountains, at the seashore or 
some other vacation spot. It is the time of year that those who 
have toiled through the winter months look forward to as the 
period of refreshing when they may leave the cares of business 
and the daily turmoil — especially to forget for a time the tur- 
moil and pressure of city life. 


When overburdened and troubled, one often turns with longing 
to a hoped-for vacation as an opportunity to escape to the quiet- 
ness of some out-of-the-way place to be renewed in mind and 
strengthened in body before daily tasks are resumed once more. 
Jeremiah, recognizing the hopelessness of the conditions he 
faced, longed to escape into the wilderness to find a lodging 
place there so that he might live apart from his people and be 
free from the evils he witnessed daily on every hand. He ex- 
claimed: “O that I had in the wilderness a lodging place of 
wayfaring men ; that I might leave my people, and go from them! 
For they be all adulterers, am assembly of treacherous men’’ 
(Jer. 9: 2). 


How helpful at times it would be to have such a place far from 
the maddening crowds. This is particularly true of those who 
live today amid the strife engendered by contending world 
ideologies. Many often long for peace and quietness apart from 
the constant contact with evil forces and their results. 


In his sermon at Pentecost, Peter spoke of a world-wide time of 
refreshing to come and he implored men to repent that they 
might have a share in its blessings. The Apostle proclaimed it 
would be ushered in as the result of the presence of the Lord, 
commencing a millennium of peace. Speaking of His own people, 
God describes some of the blessings of that time through His 
prophet: “I will make with them a covenant of peace, and I will 
cause the evil beast to cease out of the land: and they shall dwell 
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safely in the wilderness, and sleep in the woods. And I will make 
them and the places round about my hill a blessing; and I will 
cause the shower to come down in his season; there shall be 
showers of blessing. And the tree of the field shall yield her fruit, 
and the earth shall yield her increase, and they shall be safe in 
their land, and shall know that I am the Lord, when I have broken 
the bands of their yoke, and delivered them out of the hand of 
those that served themselves of them. And they shall no more be 
a prey to the heathen, neither shall the beast of the land devour 
them; but they shall dwell safely, and none shall make them 
afraid” (Ez. 34: 25-28). 


Isaiah also refers to that time in his statement: “Then judgment 
shall dwell in the wilderness, and righteousness remain in the 
fruitful field. And the work of righteousness shall be peace ; and 
the effect of righteousness quietness and assurance for ever. And 


my people shall dwell in a peaceful habitation, and in sure dwell- 
ings, and in quiet resting places’’ (Isa. 32: 16-18). 


These references to a habitation of peacefulness should and will 
appeal to all men of good will. There they will find opportunities 
to pursue the ways of peace without fear, for none shall make 
them afraid. In that day war and strife will have passed away, 
never again to blight the earth with misery and woe. 


It will be a time of genuine refreshing when men will soar to 
heights of knowledge and scientific attainment impossible under 
present conditions because today they are harassed and ham- 
pered by injustice and strife, and in many instances by a restricted 
economic status. This is the coming day to which all the prophets 
have referred when the people of God will have lasting peace — a 
day which is now very near at hand. When this refreshing time 
arrives it will eclipse the beneficial results of the best of planned 
vacations in the satisfaction derived from the daily privilege and 
right to partake of its marvelous benefits and enjoy to the full its 
security and peace.

tions preserve, by the “way-marks” 
they left at various stages of their jour- 
ney, but mostly by the way they have 
fulfilled, unconsciously, what the Word 
of God states concerning them, and by 
the innumerable evidences of God’s 
providence in their present situation, 
we know who and where they are, 
and what they will do. 
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Israel! ‘To many folk, today, the 
true meaning of this lovely name is lost 
or obscured. The fallacy persists that 
the ancient Israel people were chosen 
by God as an object of favoritism. 
God’s choice of Israel still stands as a 
positive fact; yet there is no question 
of favoritism. The people of Israel 
were chosen for service. God called 
Israel to convey, to all mankind, the 
blessings of peace, happiness and true 
progress. While performing that serv- 
ice, God guaranteed to Israel the re- 
ward which every faithful servant 
should receive: the benevolence and 
protection of the Master. He placed 


His own name upon them, for Israel 
means “a prince with God,” and He 
commanded them not to “take it in 
vain.” That they did take God’s name 
in vain — and so lost it — is a matter 
of history. That they will again carry 
it— to God’s honor and service — 
is clear from the Bible, and is the 
subject of our publication. 

Like the name Israel, Anglo-Saxon 
is a noble name when clearly under- 
stood. As here used it does not stand 
for the Nordic racial theory or for the 
exaltation of any nation. We exalt 
God, not man. And we recognize that 
all who are “born again” and believe 
in Jesus Christ, regardless of his or her 
race, will partake of the blessings of the 
Covenant. We emphasize the Anglo- 
Saxon-Israel fact, however, and thus 
make Israel’s identity clear, because it 
has been so grossly neglected and mis- 
understood in Bible teaching and is 
essential to an understanding of the 
prophecies and plan of God as con- 
tained in the Bible. 

We see in the Bible plain guidance 
for the spiritual life of the soul, for the 
moral order of society and for the eco- 
nomic process of community and na- 
tional well-being based on justice and 
equity. We find the moral order by 
which God intends to make obsolete 
the pagan order under which we still 
live. We see our Israel forefathers as 
they lived in alternate obedience and 
rejection of the Law, with consequent 
prosperity, punishment and correction. 
We have the Voice of God recalling 
us to our allegiance and foretelling 
the consequences of certain courses 
of action, and we have our Lord offer- 
ing to set up completely the Kingdom 
of God on earth in its spiritual, eco- 
nomic and moral elements with Him- 
self as King. 

Thus we stand for the whole law of God 
and the whole Gospel of Christ! In large 
and general terms, this defines our 
position. We are anti-nothing and pro- 
everything relating to God’s revealed 
purpose.

SOUND AN ALARM 


WHEN MEN AND NATIONS are bent on doing evil it is im- 
possible to appraise the situation other than in terms of the 
evil they do. How, for instance, can we say all is well when 
the very acts of our leaders are hastening the inevitable 
crisis when war on a scale never before known will break 
in its full fury upon us? 

If one should discover a fire burning in the basement of 
a building is it the attitude of a pessimist to sound an 
alarm? Should he hold his peace until the entire building is 
ablaze for all to see? There are those who would actually 
have us pursue this latter course regarding world develop- 
ments because they wish to remain undisturbed, and to 
know the truth would upset them. Such an attitude tends 
to increase rather than diminish the severity of the troubles 
when they break. Forewarned is forearmed and through 
His prophets God has forewarned us so that we may be 
prepared but, unfortunately for our nation, few give heed 
to those warnings. 

Joel informs us of the insidiousness of an enemy climbing 
over our defenses and entering our windows like a thief. 
This is exactly what the Soviets have been doing, as set 
forth in Review of World Affairs in Destiny for April 1948 
under the heading, “Russian Work in America.” They 
have penetrated our defenses and are even installed in 
important positions in strategic branches of our govern- 
ment. No wonder the Prophet exclaimed: 


“Blow ye the trumpet in Zion, and sound an alarm in my 
holy mountain: let all the inhabitants of the land tremble: for 
the day of the Lord cometh, for it is nigh at hand; A day of dark- 
ness and of gloominess, a day of clouds and of thick darkness.” 
(Joel 2: 1-2.) 


Joel goes on to describe the devastation and destruction 
which will result from the titanic conflict as the enemy 
moves against God’s people with the avowed purpose of 
utterly destroying them. 

Certain events now taking place in the world are at least 
equivalent to a fire in the basement of a building. What is 
more, it will not be confined to the basement for long. The 
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strife in Palestine, to which too little attention is paid, is 
now an unquenchable basement blaze destined to spread 
into the major world holocaust that will soon engulf all 
nations. 

The fires of antagonism have been thoroughly kindled 
in the Holy Land and, instead of helping to quench the 
conflagration, our nation has added oil to the flames by 
supporting the program for partitioning the land. Our 
blundering diplomacy is hastening the events of the great 
and terrible Day of the Lord and we question if the Demo- 
crats or the Republicans, as well as Henry Wallace, will 
find much comfort in the positions they have taken when 
election time comes. 


RUSSIA’S PALESTINE PLAN 


WHAT ARE THE RUSSIAN INTENTIONS concerning Palestine? 
It goes without saying that she will insist upon sending Red 
army troops into the Holy Land if the United Nations vote 
to use armed force there to restore peace. The immediate 
danger is that Russian troops may suddenly move to oc- 
cupy the Middle East before the Anglo-Saxons can prevent 
it. While the eyes of the world have been watching Berlin 
and the activities and troubles in that immediate vicinity, 
as well as the election in Italy, events have been moving 
on to a crisis in Palestine. That is the real trouble spet on 
this globe and it will soon become apparent to all how im- 
portant this central land is to the peace of the world. 

In Study in Daniel* (pages 300 to 311) a clear and con- 
cise account is given of the coming Russian invasion of 
Palestine as described by the Angel who revealed to Daniel 
the order of events in this crisis period. That description 
tallies with events as they are now shaping up in relation to 
Soviet plans, now in the making, regarding the Middle 
East. Paraphrasing the verses that apply to this crisis per- 
iod, and using the information given in different transla- 
tions of the Bible, the following statement is made: 


**At the end of years Soviet Russia will advance with a great 
army and numerous cavalry. At the same time many will arise

against Great Britain, while the renegades among the Jews will 
undertake to accomplish the establishment of a kingdom, but will 
fail. Then Soviet Russia will come and throw up defenses and 
capture cities. The armies of Great Britain will not be able to 
stop her advances, and even all the chosen people [modern 
Israel], including the United States of America, will be powerless 
to stop the onrush of the Soviets and prevent the Kremlin from 
attaining her objectives. The Russian hordes will establish 
themselves in Palestine [as Ferrar Fenton points out, ‘with 
destruction in his hand’] and none will be able to successfully 
oppose them in their campaign.” (Pages 310-311.) 


We have now reached the time when the fulfillment of 
this prophecy, in every minute detail, is about to be com- 
pleted. Here, set forth nearly three thousand years ago, is 
the Russian Palestine plan — a plan which the Soviets are 
now about to put into operation. In the coming invasion of 
Palestine, no detail of prophecy as outlined by the prophets 
will be missing—all will be fulfilled. 


REMOVING THE VEIL 


GRADUALLY THE VEIL OF secrecy that has enshrouded the 
agreements made at Yalta is being removed. The grave 
consequences of the trust President Roosevelt placed in 
Stalin are now becoming very apparent as Soviet Russia 
moves into one country after another. History will record 
the total lack of astuteness on the part of our national 
leaders when, by concessions made to Stalin, the present 
situation was made inevitable. Those very concessions 
made it impossible to build a post-war world in peace 
according to the desires of peaceful peoples. 

Hero worship is a dangerous thing and when a nation 
indulges in it to the extent that a national leader can do no 
wrong, it can be disastrous. Because of the people’s over- 
zealous admiration of the man — almost to the point of 
fanaticism by some — President Roosevelt was allowed to 
take extraordinary liberties with his position as Chief 
Executive, make plans and carry out agreements contrary 
to the method set forth in our Constitution by which such 
agreements are to be made. The Constitution provides 
that the President: 


“Shall have power, by and with the advice and consent of the 
Senate, to make treaties, provided two-thirds of the Senators 
present concur.” 


The United States of America was committed by agree- 
ments as binding as treaties, made between Mr. Roosevelt 
and Stalin, and the United States Senate had no say what- 
ever concerning their terms. The victorious armies of the 
United States were prevented from attaining their objec- 
tives when complete victory was within their grasp because 
President Roosevelt had agreed with Stalin that the Rus- 
sians, not the Americans, should take over certain territory 
when World War IT was won. Because of those agreements 
we face today a victorious Soviet Russia whose leaders are 
drunk with power and who are moving to take over world 
rule. Much of this could have been prevented if our Con- 
stitution had been kept and Mr. Roosevelt compelled to 
submit all agreements to the Senate before they were 
ratified with Stalin. 

A far different story would now be told concerning 
Czechoslovakia if the politicians at Washington — and 
President Roosevelt in particular — had left the army free 
to push its advances against the enemy. General Eisen- 
hower, subservient to President Roosevelt’s political moves, 
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issued orders that stopped the onward, victorious march 
of General Patton into Prague. The story of this disgrace- 
ful result of Roosevelt’s one-man diplomacy is told in an 
article in the Saturday Evening Post for April 17, 1948 under 
the title, “Roosevelt’s Secret Deal Doomed Czecho- 
slovakia.” 

Gradually information is being released that is bringing 
to light the reason for certain happenings during World 
War II which at the time were definitely puzzling and 
disquieting. The least that can be said is that our national 
leaders lacked foresight; certainly they lacked common 
sense and discernment in moves they made which have 
betrayed our nation and made World War III inevitable. 
These foolish men not only withheld the fruits of victory 
from our soldiers but they have also brought us face to 
face with an extremely serious world situation. When 
Czechoslovakia was felled by the blows of the forces of the 
hammer and sickle and absorbed into the Eastern orbit, 
doubt could no longer remain in anyone’s mind concerning 
the program being relentlessly pursued by the Soviets. Let 
no one be deceived by the failure to also realize that this 
proposed program already lay completed on Mr. Stalin’s 
desk while he was carrying on discussions with our late 
President. More to blame than Mr. Roosevelt was the 
hero-worshipping public that placed a halo over his head 
and elected him to office again and again. Now, having 
paid the piper, we are about to be made to dance to his 
music and Josef Stalin is calling the tune. 


A BROKEN REED 


BOTH PRESIDENT TRUMAN AND our Secretary of State have 
declared that the Marshall Plan will prevent war. Never- 
theless, it is a broken reed upon which they are leaning, for 
all who are accepting the formula that Communism can be 
stopped through the spending of money are unaware of the 
driving force back of this evil ideology of government. 
Communism is advancing in Europe, China and through- 
out the world and no amount of money spent by the 
United States will have more than a temporary effect upon 
that advancement. The onward march of the tramping 
feet of the Soviet hordes will soon prove the untenableness 
of the position our national leaders have taken. 

It is as impossible to stop the spread of a doctrine by 
spending money as it would be to stop its advance by the 
arrest of its leading adherents. Often the latter method 
increases rather thar diminishes its growth. Communism 
is a doctrine and is accepted by its devotees in the same 
spirit as the fanatics of a religious cult accept its tenets of 
belief. Neither the spending of money nor even the sword 
can stop its growth, while persecution would only assist in 
spreading it more rapidly, feeding the martyr spirit of those 
who are giving it support. 

A weapon must be found that can meet and defeat the 
doctrine itself, destroying the very foundation upon which 
the ideology rests and completely nullifying all of its 
seeming benefits. There is such a weapon available but at 
present Christian and political leaders alike have refused 
to consider it. This weapon is the doctrine of the Kingdom 
of God, its ethical principles, its justice and the perfection 
of judgment under the administration of the Law of the 
Lord. Its system of equity will bring true happiness, peace 
and prosperity to all, both rich and poor alike. 

This doctrine must not be confused, however, with the 
type of teaching concerning the Kingdom of God now 
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propagated by the Christian Church which does not offer 
even a reasonable challenge to the principles of Commu- 
nism. The true Gospel of the Kingdom has been completely 
emasculated by the leaders of Christianity who, failing to 
recognize the nations today who are its nucleus upon earth, 
have so spiritualized its teachings that the kingdom they 
present is nothing more than an ethereal mirage, lacking 
in substance, not of this world and, therefore, of no actual 
benefit to mankind. 

The Biblical teachings concerning the Kingdom of God, 
however, have substance and power, stressing the admin- 
istration of laws that will bring to all men everywhere the 
justice and prosperity they long to have. When the King- 
dom of God functions in its full power, the place of the perfec- 
tion of tts administration will be here upon earth! These are the 
facts which will completely frustrate the purposes of the 
Communists and destroy their evil doctrines. 

A doctrine can only be met and defeated by a counter- 
doctrine. Force by spending dollars or by military power 
cannot overcome the subtle teachings of the denizens of the 
darkness. There is only one defense against these doctrines 
of devils now being propagated in many nations and 
throughout the length and breadth of the Anglo-Saxon 
lands. Isaiah the Prophet gives the method by which their 
evil propaganda can be met and defeated: 


“‘When the enemy shall come in like a flood, the Spirit of the 
Lord shall lift up a standard against him.” (Isa. 59: 19.) 


The standard to be lifted up is the Israel ensign around 
which men must rally as the call goes out to restore the 
perfection of the administration of the Commandments, 
Statutes and Judgments of the Lord. This—and this 
alone — is the answer to the Communist challenge. Under 
Kingdom administration a system of government will come 
into being that will produce blessings of peace such as no 
people have ever before experienced. Poverty and destitu- 
tion will become things of the past and every man will be 
secure in his possessions and free from any fear of oppres- 
sion by a police state. 

What a pity that we are trying to spend our way into 
peace and expect by such means to stop the forces of evil 
when God has given us the one method by which we can 
absolutely defeat the doctrines of Karl Marx and overcome 
all those who would follow in his footsteps. Let us instead 
present in its fullness the doctrine of the Kingdom of God, 
being fully assured that when it is functioning in all its 
perfection on earth no man will turn to Communism. Why 
should we impoverish our nation by taking the substance 
from its citizens to try to stem the onward march of the 
Communist ideology — a method doomed to fail — while 
at the same time making our nation less able to meet the 
requirements of World War III when a victorious Soviet 
Russia elects to strike? Our nation could turn millions of 
adherents away from supporting Communism by present- 
ing the facts of the Kingdom of God so that they may 
realize there is a far better way of life. 


CONTINUING STUPIDITY 


DESTINY HAS CONSISTENTLY pointed to our absurd national 
policy of allowing war materials of all types and descrip- 
tions to be shipped to Russia. Have we forgotten so soon 
the results of having allowed scrap iron to reach Japan? 
We are now sending super American machine tools, 
electric equipment, drills, lathes and power plants to 
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Russia. We received back from Japan missiles of destruc- 
tion made from our scrap iron and we will be shortly 
receiving winged destruction made in Russia with our 
machine tools. Why should we provide the means by which 
the tyrants in Moscow can make weapons of destruction to 
kill our boys? Japan had to take the scrap iron we sent and 
turn it into useful weapons of war, but we are supplying 
Russia with finished, super equipment for the construction 
of munitions to wage aggressive war. 

One almost despairs of intervention by our officials at 
Washington to stop equipping Russia with the means to 
wage war against us. When they do move, it is to lock the 
barn door after the horse has been stolen. 

Will American politicians never learn? Have they for- 
gotten Pearl Harbor? Jt would seem that the event of 
December 7, 1941 has been entirely erased from memory; 
apparently the shock of that Sunday’s attack upon us has 
had no lasting effect on our policymakers in Washington. 
Yet we are arming an enemy far more deadly to our future 
existence than Japan ever was. May God deliver us from 
the destruction planned by an enemy made strong as a 
result of the failure of our leaders to adequately protect 
our national interests. 


ESTABLISHED PATTERN 


THE UPRISING IN BOGOTA was staged in accordance with 
the general Communist plan for taking over a city in the 
day when they are ready to seize a government and estab- 
lish their authority and rule. Such a plan for the seizure of 
the United States government by first paralyzing our 
major cities is among the proposed future plans and 
activities of the enemy within our land. 

The disturbing fact about Bogota was the suppression 
of the advance information that could have alerted our 
nation about this revolution before it was carried out. If 
the State Department was successful in suppressing this 
vital information so essential to the safety of American 
personnel, what are they now suppressing that should be 
made known to the American public? To what extent are 
government officials aware of the activities of the enemy 
within? And are they keeping that vital information from 
the public today? | 

That the enemy in our midst is preparing for a day of 
revolution and bloodshed is well known to those who are 
conversant with the details of subversive activities. What 
are our elected officials and government agencies doing to 
meet the inevitable crisis when it comes and what is their 
program — if they have one — for the enlightenment of 
the public so that an informed people can meet the issue 
when it arises? 


TURNING BACKWARD 


DECLARING IT TO BE one of a number of reform measures, 
Great Britain has reduced the death penalty for murder to 
life imprisonment. In this move to reject the God-estab- 
lished penalty for murder, Great Britain has taken a step 
that is destined to add greatly to her internal difficulties. 
Just at a time when the Communists are planning to move 
ahead with their program to subvert and take over rule by 
violence, murdering those who stand in their way, Great 
Britain determines to remove the death penalty for 
murder. 

The Law of the Lord requires, ““Thou shalt not mur- 
der,” but that same Law also requires of the man who 
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commits murder, “The murderer shall be surely put to 
death.” Failure to execute the criminal brought judgment 
upon the whole land: 


‘The original Statute, ‘Whoso sheddeth man’s blood, by man 
shall his blood be shed,’ was enlarged upon by a Statute of 
Judgment given to Israel at Mount Sinai. Here it is: “The con- 
gregation [i.e., the governmental assembly of Israel] shall judge 
between the slayer [the one who has taken life] and the revenger 
of blood [the executioner]. . . . These things shall be for a statute 
of judgment unto you throughout your generations in all your 
dwellings. Whoso killeth any person, the murderer shall be put 
to death. . . . Moreover ye shall take no satisfaction for the life 
of a murderer, which is guilty of death [not even the substitution 
of life imprisonment]. . . . So ye shall not pollute the land 
wherein ye are; for blood it defileth the land: and the land cannot 
be cleansed of the blood that is shed therein, but by the blood of 
him that shed it.’ (Num. 35: 24-33.) 

“Under this law every nation is justified in executing the 
murderer. This law makes that execution mandatory and the 
nation that refuses to carry out this law is guilty of failure to 
administer justice in the land. Such failure will result in a land 
filled with violence and crime. 

“In order to protect the man whose duty it is to execute the 
criminal, a judgment was rendered under this sixth Command- 
ment: ‘And the revenger of blood [the executioner] kill the 
slayer; he shall not be guilty of blood.’ (Num. 35: 27.) 

‘Contrary to popular belief the Bible does not hold life cheaply. 
It is a serious thing to take life, and for the taking of life the 
murderer forfeits his life. But those who accidentally cause the 
death of another are confined in a city of refuge until the death 
of the High Priest. In some cases this might amount to life im- 
prisonment. Such a law certainly produced respect for life and 
made a man careful of the life of his fellowmen. This law in 
operation today would reduce automobile accidents to a mini- 
mum. A driver of a car would be careful of the life of another’s 
husband, wife, daughter and son in the same way that he would 
be of his own loved ones, for none would want to forfeit his free- 
dom.” (Digest of the Divine Law, pages 67-68. *) 

Great Britain has turned backward under the false 
assumption of modern thinking that the abolition of capi- 
tal punishment is a reform move. The leftists want it 
abolished so that they will be free from this penalty, leaving 
them at liberty to murder at will. Anglo-Saxondom is 
paying, and will yet pay, a terrible price for refusing to 
keep the laws of justice by executing the murderer. We 
need to turn toward, not away from, the Law of the Lord 
in this time of trouble. 


WHILE THEY FIDDLE 


REPORTS INDICATE THAT Official Washington is not only 
asleep to the seriousness of the conditions confronting our 
nation but they are also procrastinating while precious 
time runs out in which to prepare to meet coming national 
emergencies. Anti-Communists from Latin America gave 
information which reached our State Department many 
months ago that should have prevented the Bogota revolu- 
tion from in any way surprising us. The reports indicated 
that the State Department officials not only refused to be- 
lieve the reports but they took absolutely no precautions to 
meet the situation. 

In the light of past and present experiences are we not 
justified in asking those whose sworn duty it is to protect 
our nation if they are failing to build up our walls of de- 
fense, as Ezekiel prophesied (Ez. 13:5), thus making it 
impossible for us to stand up against the enemy in the

UNSTABLE AS WATER 


IT WOULD BE A PLEASURE to report that all is well at our 
nation’s capitol with capable men, full of wisdom and 
understanding, guiding the affairs of our great nation in 
these troublous times. Unfortunately, however, it is im- 
possible to do so in the light of the disturbing news that 
continues to emanate from the seat of our government. 
The reports bring Isaiah’s prophecy to mind: 

“And I will give children to be their princes, and babes shall 
rule over them.” (Isa. 3: 4.) 


Vacillation is a characteristic of an immature mind and 
is clear evidence of the lack of discernment. Truly babes 
reign over us as our nation wavers between one decision 
and another in the handling of foreign affairs. Our mis- 
handling of the affairs of China and Palestine furnish clear 
examples of pitiable irresolution. 

The latest evidence of our blowing hot and cold is given 
in the Presidential decision to allow the present Czecho- 
slovakian government to receive preferential trade priv- 
ileges originally made with the non-Communist govern- 
ment prior to its overthrow last February. Where does this 
leave the Marshall Plan? We have had little hope that the 
Economic Cooperation Administration under this Plan 
can actually accomplish its objectives in any event. Cer- 
tainly it is now being scuttled by the very ones who are 
supposed to support it, since Czechoslovakia is now a 
puppet government behind the iron curtain, completely 
subservient to Moscow. 

Just what is our foreign policy anyway? Our government 
seems to act upon the assumption that it must not let its 
right hand know what its left hand is doing! Can any sane, 
thinking man expect the present world situation to become 
other than more chaotic under the type of national leader- 
ship we now have—which Isaiah has so pointedly described? 


A SIGN OF WEAKNESS 


THERE ARE MEN WHO pride themselves on their stubborn- 
ness, unaware that an obstinate spirit is a clear indication 
of a lack of wisdom. Because of a deficiency in understand- 
ing, these men endeavor to save themselves from the full 
consequences of ill-advised actions by refusing to weigh the 
facts and fully consider and act upon the evidence. 

Stubbornness is therefore a sign of weakness, not strength, 
and when manifested by one holding a responsible public 
office it leads to acts detrimental to the well-being of the 
nation. Samuel appraised this type of evil spirit when he 
spoke of it in this way: “‘Stubbornness is as iniquity and 
idolatry” (I Sam. 15: 23). A stubborn man has enslaved 
his judgment in an endeavor to appear strong and thus he 
is actually worshipping his own ego. 

The spirit of unyielding obstinacy that will not bend to 
reason is at times assumed to indicate that one is standing 
upon principle when actually his position is iniquitous and 
is condemned by God. It is interesting to note how often 
news commentators refer to public figures as being stub- 
born, not realizing that their statements are most uncom- 
plimentary. 
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What Shall We Do? 


ANGLO-SAXON-CELTIC peo- 
ples today face the gravest crisis 
in the history of their race. ‘The 
decision concerning whether there 
shall be peace or war has been taken 
out of their hands. Unknown to many, 
the enemies of our race have already 
decided that there shall be war. It is 
only a matter of time now as to when 
and how the enemy will strike, for in 
the councils of Soviet Russia war has 
been made a definite part of their 
program. The wishful thinking of our 
leaders, who have failed to deal frankly 
with the people, has prevented the 
citizens of this great nation from com- 
ing before to a full realization of what 
lies immediately ahead of us. 

As a nation we have sinned away 
the opportunity to prevent the coming 
world conflict through our past poli- 
cies of trying to appease godless Rus- 
sia. Since the defeat of Germany we 
have been sending millions of dollars 
worth of goods and machinery to the 
Soviets. Thus, after first assisting her to 
overcome Germany, we have placed in 
her hands the potential power for 
waging war to the great disadvantage 
of our race by failing to effectively 
protest the expansion of her territory 
through the intimidation of the na- 
tions around her until she now domi- 
nates many strategic positions from 
which she can strike at will. The 
foundation of the Kremlin’s treacher- 
ous dealings was laid at Yalta, Teheran 
and Potsdam and now we must pay 
the full price for our past follies. There 
is much suffering ahead for our people 
because American and British politi- 
cians tried to compromise with evil. 
We should have known that it is im- 
possible to purchase the good will of 
atheistic tyrants, regardless of conces- 
sions made in exchange for glib 
promises. 

A serious situation now confronts us 
as a people, for the power of the Anglo- 
Saxon world to wage a_ successful 
global war has been broken. If we 
enter the coming phase of armed con- 
flict — for the cold war is soon to be- 
come a hot or shooting war — relying 
upon our ability to produce weapons 
and equip a super fighting force that 
will prevent an enemy from causing 
terrific destruction in our land accord- 
ing to accomplishments in the past, we 
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are due to be keenly disappointed. For 
this time we must not only contend 
with the enemy without, but we must 
face the enemy within. The reluctance 
of those in power to relentlessly root 
out the subversives from important 
positions of authority in our land bodes 
ill for our future war efforts when 
Russia strikes. We are in no manner 
prepared to win a conflict of arms 
against a ruthless foe. 

What, then, must we do? The 
answer to this question is of paramount 
importance to every man, woman and 
child in our land. Humanly speaking, 
the outlook engenders despair but, in 
spite of the seemingly hopeless situa- 
tion, there is a door of hope. Through 
faith and in a spirit of humility, if we 
will heed God’s call to righteousness, 
our enemies will not be able to triumph 
over us when they strike. 

There are, however, certain re- 
quirements asked of us as a people 
before we can expect Divine deliver- 
ance from the foe who is planning our 
annihilation. Of three essential things 
required, one will be a very bitter pill 
for the Christian world to accept — 
though its acceptance is requisite to 
victory over our enemies. 

The Prophet Joel informs us what 
we must do. Following his prophetic 
description of the crisis our people will 
face in these last days, he calls for the 
immediate cleansing of the nation. In 
the face of overwhelming disaster, as 
the enemy moves relentlessly forward, 
he demands that the nation turn to 
God in humbleness of heart, calling a 
solemn assembly at which the minis- 
ters of the Lord are to offer the fol- 
lowing prayer: 

“Spare thy people, O Lord, and give 
not thine heritage to reproach, that the 
heathen should rule over them: wherefore 
should they say among the people, Where 
is their God?’’ (Joel 2: 17.) 

Let us carefully analyze this prayer 
for, if it is to be intelligently prayed, 
particular attention must be paid to 
each request it contains. Before the 
ministers of the Gospel can pray this 
prayer, or the people bow their heads 
in assent as they pray, the Anglo- 
Saxon world must awaken to the 
realization that they are in actual fact 
God’s people, the House of Israel, His 
chosen. The prayer implores, “Spare 


thy people, O Lord, and give not thine 
heritage to reproach.” This must be 
prayed in sincerity and in truth. 

Not only must we acknowledge our- 
selves as God’s chosen people, but we 
must also recognize that we are His 
heritage; that is, the people of His 
Kingdom nation. Thirdly, we must 
specifically affirm that God, our God, 
is Jehovah, the King in Israel. 

The Christian world, its leaders, 
theological teachers and ministers, 
have not only gone on record as being 
against what God requires of us as a 
nation but they have often actively 
fought the presentation of the great 
truth that the Anglo-Saxon-Celtic peo- 
ples are the Israel of God today. How- 
ever, the onward march of the north- 
ern armies will continue and the 
ravages of Communism will not cease 
until this truth is accepted. The politi- 
cians are going to find the way most 
difficult, for there must be no more 
compromise with evil in any form. 
The citizens of the nation will face in- 
creasingly trying days ahead until they 
become willing to turn from their sin- 
ful ways and insist upon the removal 
of all traces of moral degradation and 
evil from our midst. Today church and 
political leaders, both high and low, 
and the citizenry of the nation must be 
born again and acknowledge the spirit- 
ual truths they have completely ig- 
nored in the past, or refused to believe, 
if the onward march of a merciless and 
relentless foe is to be stayed. 

The darkening cloud of disaster 
overshadowing our land deepens the 
enveloping gloom, but still there is no 
recognition on the part of our spiritual 
leaders of the pressing need to pro- 
claim the Gospel of the Kingdom. Be- 
cause of an apostatized Church and 
the indifferent multitudes, the day of 
deliverance is still some distance away. 
Must the storm break in its full fury 
before the arrogance and conceit of the 
modernists and the self-righteousness 
of the fundamentalists give way to 
humility born of a desire to know the 
whole truth? 

When will the light of the recogni- 
tion of God’s purposes concerning His 
Kingdom on earth penetrate the thick 
clouds of unbelief? It will not be until 
the full light of the knowledge of the 
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identity of the people of His Kingdom 
is made known and accepted by all. 
Then the prayer outlined by Joel will 
become the effectual, fervent prayer of 
a righteous people. 

But to what extent must our nation 
suffer before its spiritual leaders be- 
come ready, in all humility and meek- 
ness, to utter this most remarkable 
prayer for deliverance? Must the 
enemy go on from victory to victory 
first? 


When, under Divine pressure, we 


this prayer, our enemies will be hurled 
to disaster. Joel tells us what the Lord 
will do in our behalf: 


“Then will the Lord be jealous for his 
land, and pity his people. Yea, the Lord 
will answer and say unto his people, Be- 
hold, I will send you corn, and wine, and 
oil, and ye shall be satisfied therewith: and 
I will no more make you a reproach among 
the heathen: But I will remove far off from 
you the northern army.”’ (Joel 2: 18-20.) 


Meantime, the crisis moves on to- 
ward its climax while our national 


leaders pursue a vacillating foreign 
policy, evidence of their quandary as 
to what course they should follow in 
the face of the inevitability of war. 
That war will be on a scale so great 
that millions may perish before we 
awaken to the need, as the Israel of 
God, to ask our Lord to save us from 
complete annihilation. God is waiting 
and, though willing to come at once 
to our assistance, He cannot do so un- 
til we, His people, comply with the re- 
quirements that will make Divine 
intervention possible.

A Miracle of the Ages 


IT Is A STARTLING statement, yet one founded upon ample 
evidence, that the Anglo-Saxon race is literally, lineally 
descended from the ten tribes of Israel, whom Shalmaneser 
deported into Media circa 721 B.c., and who thereafter, 
and hitherto, have been so completely lost. If, indeed, an 
announcement so unlooked for, and at first thought so 
incredible, turns out upon investigation to be a fact, it is 
one of sweeping import, not only to those who discover it, 
but to all mankind.

We sought a sign, and lo, the sign of the Prophet Jonah, 
multiplied three “‘times,”’ repeats itself, for a people swal- 
lowed up in the belly of its own blindness is cast forth upon 
dry land and sent onward to its mission. We had not yet 
believed though One had risen from the dead, so unto us, 
with infinite forbearance, God sent, not one alone, but 
raised a whole nation from its grave — a nation known to 
us far better than all others, since it is our own, and the 
very one whose credentials as the Israel of God we have so 
vainly striven all these centuries to fasten upon some ob- 
scure and worn-out remnant hidden in the wilds.

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REVIEW OF WORLD AFFAIRS 


By KENNETH de COURCY 


London, May 1 (By CaBie) 
A New Survey of the Situation 


ELECTION results in Italy precisely conform to 
the opinions long held by the best observers in the 
world. While there is a strong and powerful Italian 
Communist Party (just as there is also one in France), 
nevertheless, the majority is anti-Communist. These ob- 
servers have long thought that in free elections no country 
in the world would today elect a Communist government 
by an over-all majority. 

The danger in Italy is that a Communist minority, 
directed from Russia, may make peaceable government 
by the majority party so difficult that the tendency towards 
disintegration will grow, thus making it possible for revolu- 
tionary groups to seize power by force regionally. 

We shall not see the outcome of this danger for some 
time. It is hoped by many observers that it can be averted, 
but Russia will only abandon her Italian plans with ex- 
treme reluctance, partly because she hates the Vatican 
and partly because of Italy’s strategic importance in the 
Mediterranean and the connection between Italy and 
North Africa. 

The critical occurrences in Berlin also conform to the 
information persistently given in this Digest — these 
events in Germany are, however, also a beginning. The 
western allies must prepare for a far-reaching Russian 
attempt to gain complete control of all Germany. The plan 
for this was revealed in these pages some time ago. 

At any time they may produce a Nationalist Group as 
a de facto government. Its declared policy would be the res- 
toration of a powerful Germany in alliance with the Soviets. 

Superficially, the collapse of Germany and Japan, 
through their own folly and betrayal of the rest of the 
world, accounts for the disastrous situation which now 
exists — 1.¢., a Russia free to absorb what she likes with- 
out opposition until she irritates the Anglo-Saxons so 
much that they at last react — at an exceedingly late hour. 

How much will Russia absorb and how strong in conse- 
quence will her strategic position be by the time that mo- 
ment arrives? That is now the main question. Beyond it is 
another — if Russia does gain further strategic advantages, 
can she then be contained or, if war comes, defeated under 
conditions which will give the human race hope of re- 
covery? The dangers of Russia gaining further strategic 
advantages are immediate and violent. The danger of 
World War III is considerable but perhaps not so im- 
mediate. 

A Russo-German combination has always been an ex- 
tremely grave threat. It has arisen both in times of pros- 
perity and in the darkest hours of those two nations. It faces 
us OnCe again. 

Russia’s main objects have been and remain Asiatic. 
Amongst the strategic and economic interests of the Anglo- 
Saxons are those very Asiatic prizes. Russia aims at: 1) 
The elimination of Turkey as an independent power; 2) 
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The possession of Persia and probably Iraq; 3) Domination 
of the Eastern Mediterranean and a strong foothold in 
North and Northeast Africa; 4) Paramount influence in 
all the border states along the Central Asian belt; 5) 
Control of China. 

If you could read through the Kremlin files this is what 
you would find. In order to achieve all this, Russia’s ad- 
vances in Europe are deemed necessary by her masters. 
Russia thinks she is safe in this course because she believes: 
a) The Anglo-Saxons are physically too weak to do any- 
thing; 5) They will presently have such a big economic 
crisis on hand, and be so undermined by fifth column work 
that when the big phase opens they will be helpless. Con- 
sequently, Russia is not afraid that her policy will lead to 
world war. 

Is Russia likely to make a fatal mistake in 1948? Of 
course no one can answer that question for certain. But 
it can be said that in view of Russia’s conviction that the 
Anglo-Saxons are to reach economic collapse about 1950, 
and that her own war plans are geared to the period 1950- 
55, Only an accident could make a war in 1948. 


Austria 


The psychological atmosphere in Austria is interesting. 
There was a time when everyone hoped for the speedy 
conclusion of a peace treaty. Everything that tended to 
postpone this was viewed with deep misgiving. Now, par- 
ticularly since the tragedy of Czechoslovakia, people are 
thinking of the advantages of western occupation, which 
does at least make Communist domination of the whole 
country difficult. 

On the other hand, the general economic and food sit- 
uation is deteriorating. Since January both General 
Kourassov and General Zheltov have had strict orders 
from Moscow to take all possible steps to prevent any 
economic recovery. | 

These orders specially emphasized that the Russian 
high command should strive to lower the Austrian stand- 
ard of living below that of her eastern neighbors. The Rus- 
sians are determined to create insoluble problems. The 
impossible demands made at the Conference of Foreign 
Ministers’ Deputies are quite understandable in the light 
of this policy. 

The Soviet control of eastern Austria is being tightened. 
The censorship of books, films and broadcasts is severe. 
Kidnappings of anti-Communists from the western zones 
are increasing. Every form of propaganda is being used to 
make the Austrians believe that it is Britain and America 
who want to make aggressive war against the Soviet 
Union. The Russians are doing all they can to exploit to 
their own advantage the strong anti-war feeling. 


Hungary 


The Communists want, by September 15th, to have so 
consolidated their position that in the event of war Hun- 
gary would be a definite asset. 
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There is a great deal of military activity. The ordinary 
civilian is not discouraged from thinking that war is 
imminent. On the contrary, he is taught to believe that 
Anglo-American aggression can be expected at any 
moment. 

Religious persecution is increasing in violence. It must 
not be forgotten that the Catholic Church has a following 
of 68% of the population. Its head is the most popular 
man in Hungary and is accepted by both Catholics and 
Protestants as the leader of the anti-Communist forces. 
The Cardinal, knowing that he is foredoomed, yet goes 
ahead with great courage. The Kremlin is determined to 
destroy him but wants to do so without creating too much 
scandal. 


Germany 


Observers insist that preparations are well advanced for 
a Russian political coup designed to gain the favors of the 
German people. Colonel Tulpanov, aided by German 
Communists and fellow travelers, has been planning con- 
siderable political concessions, including the establishment 
of a German government in the Soviet zone. Some use has 
also been made of the German Congress for Peace and 
Unity. 

Unfortunately, the Western Powers have failed to 
acquaint the German people with the conditions in which 
their fellow nationals live in those areas which have been 
permanently annexed to Russia or Poland. If the Germans 
knew what has been going on in these territories they might 
not be so ready to accept Russian concessions at their face 
value. 

In the area east of the Oder and the Neisse, which is 
under the control of the Poles, the German population 
before the war was 10,200,000. According to official Polish 
statistics this has now shrunk to 100,000. No less than 
4,600,000 have been deported, sometimes in the most 
cruel and inhuman conditions. In addition, 2,500,000 have 
disappeared and are quite unaccounted for. There is every 
indication that most of these have been sent to Russia, 
either for forced labor in Siberia or to serve with von 
Paulus’ army. It is significant that most of those unac- 
counted for are men or young women. 

Soviet policy in the annexed areas has been a steady 
extermination and this cannot be made too widely known 
in Germany, especially in contrast to the enormous num- 
ber of rich and happy German-Americans in the United 
States. How can any reasonable person hesitate in a choice 
between the Russian and Anglo-Saxon ways of life? 


The Palestine Question 


Beirut is the chief Russian center in the Middle East — 
as Addis Ababa is in Africa. Syria recently placed an 
order of $24,000,000 with the Czech firm of Skoda for 
arms — this must, of course, have had Russian approval. 
On the other hand, it is a fact that Russia is financing the 
Stern Gang and is thus backing both sides in the hope’ of 
creating chaos. | 

If and when Britain goes, war between Arabs and Jews 
on a large scale will break out. Both sides have considerable 
resources — and much blood will flow. 

The following information is of interest: 1) Arab military 
operations, due to take place in Palestine after British 
withdrawal, have been planned at length and with great 
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care in Bagdad by Iraq staff officers; 2) Iraq is playing the 
major part in Arab League action on behalf of Palestine; 
3) A force of several thousands, mostly Iraqis, but com- 
posed also of Syrians, Transjordanians and some Lebanese, 
has assembled south of Damascus and is now beginning to 
infiltrate across the frontier in small groups. They are 
concentrating in and around Nablus, which is an entirely 
Arab district; 4) None of the main striking force has yet 
been engaged in any operation in Palestine; 5) Approxi- 
mately 1,000 Egyptian guerillas have marched up into the 
Sinai desert on the Palestinian frontier. 

f It appears that the Arab authorities are most optimistic 
about the trend of future events in Palestine. Their first 
objective is to disrupt Jewish economy. This they hope to 
achieve by cutting off the settlements and isolated districts 
from their supplies, by ambushing convoys and by doing 
as much damage as possible to water supply, transport, 
communications, etc. The Arabs thus hope to force upon 
the Jews acceptance of their own terms. 

The Jews on their part rely upon modern weapons, a 
highly developed organization, Arab disunity and the vast- 
ness separating Arab allies from each other and in some 
cases from the object of attack. 


A Moscow Inquiry 


The political leaders in Russia are very annoyed about 
the persistent leakage of important secrets. There is an 
alarm involving security chiefs in a general upset. 

It is believed that about two months ago security chiefs 
were summoned to the Kremlin and told that grave leak- 
ages were occurring. They were personally interviewed by 
Marshal Beria. He was icy, short and left nothing to be 
imagined if things do not improve. 

But even this secret has leaked out. The Soviet’s chiefs 
have no idea as to the cause of this breakdown in security 
— nor, we think, will they discover it or be able to stop the 
leakages. 

It is not yet known what particular leakage caused the 
big flutter — some observers think, however, that Russia 
is planning something big of which the full story is not yet 
known outside, and that some information™® published 
abroad was in fact connected with it, though without the 
publisher fully realizing what he was on to. It may have 
been something to do with Russian plans in Germany or 
America — certainly something of that kind. 


Greece 


Greece now has the munitions — but lacks a first-class 
plan. Britain has urged the need for planning. American 
advisers are good and determined, and work closely with 
the British. Despite all this, however, the outlook is poor. 

It is important not to judge the situation from the false 
atmosphere of Athens. The situation is most serious. Un- 
less the insurgents are beaten before the snow comes — 
that is, during this campaign season — the morale of the 
nation as a whole may collapse and Greece may accept the 
Communists by next spring for the sake of peace. The 
issue hangs by a thread and it is time to face this frankly.

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OW WE ARE to approach the 
N next great course of masonry 
in the foundation we are ex- 
amining: “‘7The Doctrine of the Resur- 
rection of the Dead.” Glance at the four 
foundation doctrines we have thus far 
dealt with and see that they are in the 
realm of faith and practice. Repent- 
ance, faith, baptism, the laying-on of 
hands — these are all attitudes of mind 
and heart and actions of the indi- 
vidual. Now we are called to step out 
into another sphere. The resurrection 
is not an attitude of mind and heart; 
it is not an action directed by human 
volition; it steps right out into the 
realm of natural phenomena. 


The Resurrection of the Dead 


The resurrection of the dead is not 
a part of human life as we know it. 
There is no power known to science 
which can bring about the resurrection 
of the dead. Being a fact, it must be a 
fact of a higher order than the natural 
phenomena with which the scientific 
observer is acquainted. 

We are asked to believe the doctrine 
of the resurrection of the dead. More 
than that, we are asked to believe the 
well-attested fact of the resurrection. 
This stamps it as the most concrete of 
the great foundation doctrines, for it 
has been capable of physical demon- 
stration. As a matter of fact, it has been 
physically demonstrated. 

We shall consider the resurrection 
of the dead from the standpoint of 
doctrine. We shall consider the resur- 
rection of the dead as a phenomenon of 
nature most carefully observed and well 
attested. We shall consider the resur- 
rection as a demonstration of the matter-of- 
factness of the Christian religion; a demon- 
stration lacking in every other system 
of faith on earth. We shall consider the 
resurrection of the dead as the great 
hope for the future. We shall consider 
the resurrection of the dead as one of a 
well-known series of natural phenomena 
without which the natural order would 
indeed be incomplete and faulty; but 
which rounds off and perfects the work 
of the Creator and the studies of the 
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The Statesmanship of Jesus 
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Part III 


sciences, the field of which is the nat- 
ural order of God’s creation. 


The Doctrine 


The doctrine constituted a hope of 
the pre-Christian times. To show this 
we may quote one passage which will 
be sufficient for our purpose. We quote 
from that rich treasure-house, Job, 
who speaks of the resurrection: 

“Oh that my words were now written! 
Oh that they were printed in a book! That 
they were graven with an iron pen and 
lead in the rock for ever. For I know that 
my redeemer liveth, and that he shall 
stand at the latter day upon the earth: 
And though after my skin worms destroy 
this body, yet in my flesh shall I see God: 
Whom I shall see for myself, and mine 
eyes shall behold, and not another; though 
my reins be consumed within me.” (Job 
19: 23-27.) 

In the Old Testament and in the 
pre-Christian times the doctrine of the 
resurrection from the dead was purely 
a matter of faith, the phenomenon 
predicted being utterly unknown in 
the B.c. ages. It was a faith held with 
fullest conviction, but it was a faith 
which had received no demonstration 
in the realm of natural phenomena. 
This was the status of the matter be- 
fore the resurrection of our Lord. 

In the a.p. days of the New Testa- 
ment, however, the resurrection took 
its place among scientific facts which 
have been demonstrated; the ascer- 
tained and recorded resurrection of 
our Lord furnishing the demonstra- 
tion. The New Testament is alive with 
the doctrine of the resurrection of the 
dead, as we shall see. 

It is certain that the present Chris- 
tian age holds the fact of the coming 
resurrection much as the Old Testa- 
ment age held it; namely, as an article 

of our faith, constituting a vital part of 
our creed. It is preached and believed 
by the Church on this ground chiefly. 
It is well that the doctrine should be so 
held. It is not well that it should be 
held as a doctrine only. 


A Phenomenon of Nature 
The resurrection from the dead has 





been experienced by Jesus of Nazareth. 
The fact was demonstrated to the 
eleven and to many others of His 
disciples, who knew their Lord too 
well to be under any doubt as to His 
actual Personality; and whose testi- 
mony was clearly given. It was re- 
sisted by the ecclesiastical authorities 
and by the State, was sifted by the 
schools, and was finally found to be 
absolutely unshakable. Thus, we have 
the attested fact of the resurrection of 
the dead recorded in many ways — by 
the Evangelists, in the Acts of the 
Apostles and in the Epistles. 

The Apostle Paul epitomizes in the 
first Epistle to the Corinthians, the 
15th chapter, the evidence in his great 
discussion of the fact of the resurrection 
of the dead. This entire chapter should 
be read as a part of this study. 

How wonderfully the Apostle pre- 
sents the resurrection as a fact, ob- 
served and attested. Not merely a 
doctrine to be accepted, an article of 
faith to be believed, but an attested fact 
not to be denied. ‘Thus we see the resur- 
rection of the dead as a fact in process of 
accomplishment, which in due time must 
receive completion. 

The order of the resurrection of the 
dead yet to be accomplished is still a 
matter of doctrine; an article of faith 
to be believed. But the fact of the 
resurrection has gone beyond that 
stage. In the fact of the resurrection of 
the dead we have a demonstration of 
the Christian faith: 

“If Christ be not risen, then is our 
preaching vain, and your faith is also 
vain. .. . And if Christ be not raised, 
your faith is vain; ye are yet in your sins. 
Then they also which are fallen asleep in 
Christ are perished. ... But now is 
Christ risen from the dead, and become 
the firstfruits of them that slept.” (I Cor. 
15: 14, 17-18, 20.) 


What a wonderful demonstration of 
the Christian faith this is. Christ is 
shown to be the Son of God with power by 
the resurrection from the dead. 

The fact that He died, the sinless 
One for the guilty, is demonstrated. 
Had He died as a sinful man, death 
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would have retained Him in the place 
of the dead, and there would have 
been neither redemption for Israel nor 
atonement for the sins of mankind. 
But, thank God, “‘now is Christ risen 
from the dead,” and the redemption 
and atonement are sealed with His 
blood and demonstrated by His resur- 
rection. 

On one occasion the writer received 
a delegation of outstanding men. They 
came to ask why he could not accept 
the teachings of a religious leader other 
than Jesus Christ. The answer was: 
“T can follow no leader who leads 
those who follow him into the grave 
and leaves them there. I can follow no 
leader who is held in the place of the 
dead. Jesus Christ led the way into the 
tomb, it is true, and therefore all who 
are not freed by translation from that 
experience will, perforce, have to fol- 
low Him into the grave also. But He 
did not remain in the grave. Death 
could not hold Him in the place of the 
dead. Christ arose, and led the. way out 
of the tomb on the other side. There- 
fore we follow Him and follow Him 
alone, ‘who only hath immortality.’ 
His Gospel is demonstrated by His 
resurrection from the dead — and 
only His — therefore we follow and 
rejoice in Him.” 

The Great Hope 

St. Peter had a vivid realization of 
the economic status he and his asso- 
ciate disciples had reduced themselves 
to by following the Lord. Our Lord 
had declared, “‘Foxes have holes and 
the birds of the air have nests, but the 
Son of Man has not where to lay His 
head.”’ Peter therefore said to Him, 
““Behold, we have forsaken all and have 
followed thee; what shall we have, 
therefore?”’ 

It was a plain and very reasonable 
question. The answer is just as plain 
and just as reasonable. But only so if 
we assume the veritable reality of the 
resurrection of the dead and of the 
restoration of all things. This is the 
very obvious answer to the question of 
St. Peter: 

‘And Jesus said unto them, Verily I say 
unto you, That ye which have followed me, 
in the regeneration when the Son of Man 
shall sit in the throne of his glory, ye also 
shall sit upon twelve thrones, judging the 
twelve tribes of Israel. And every one that 
hath forsaken houses, or brethren, or sis- 
ters, or father, or mother, or wife, or chil- 
dren, or lands, for my name’s sake, shall 
receive an hundredfold, and shall inherit 
everlasting life.”” (Matt. 19: 28-29.) 
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Our Lord’s word is solemnly pledged 
to the disciples and the writing under 
His hand which carries that pledge is 
recorded in the Scriptures. The se- 
curity is therefore sure. It is better than 
company stocks, railroad or govern- 
ment bonds, for it has a more sure 
backing and it carries on into the 
eternal state, or rather into the mil- 
lennial period, which government and 
company bonds do not. And the same 
security is offered to all who will sacri- 
fice for the Lord and His Kingdom, or 
who will make investments therein. 
An hundredfold is ten thousand per 
cent. This is the best guaranteed in- 
vestment of which we have any knowl- 
edge. Foolish will be the person who 
does not take advantage of it. 

The resurrection from the dead lies 
at the basis of this great grant from the 
throne of the Lord, sealed with His 
own Name. What a hope; what a cer- 
tainty this is for all who accept the 
Lord as Saviour and King. 


The Progress of Natural 
Phenomena 


There was a time when the void, the 
supposedly infinite space where now 
swings the material universe, was 
empty of material things. There came 
a day when in that space material 
things appeared: “In the beginning 
God created the heaven and the 
earth.” 

Up to a certain day the worlds of 
the solar system had not been formed. 
In process of astronomical time the 
sun, moon and planets took their 
places in the solar system, and their 
motions were established in the 
heavens. 

Up to a certain day there had been 
no appearance of life on the earth. 
There came a day when life appeared 
on the earth. 

Up to a certain day, or period, there 
had been no conscious life. Then came 
a day when conscious life appeared. 

Up to a later day there had not been 
a man upon the earth. Then came the 
day-dawn of the human period. 

Up to a certain time man had lived 
unconscious of death. Then came a 
day when the first man passed through 
the gates of death. 

Up to a certain morning of glorious 
memory no man had permanently re- 
turned from the grave. Then came the 
resurrection morning when our Lord 
burst the barriers of the tomb and 
arose triumphant over death. 

Up to a certain day no man had 


ever ascended to heaven clad in his 
resurrection body. There came ascen- 
sion morning, when Christ ascended 
“and a cloud received Him out of 
their sight.” 

Until today the bodies of the gen- 
erality of the dead rest sleeping in the 
grave. But there shall come a day when 
the “‘dead in Christ shall arise first, and 
we who are alive and remain shall be 
changed”’; that is to say, translated. 

Up to today no man who has 
ascended to God from the earth has 
ever returned to dwell again. But the 
day will come when “‘He shall descend 
from heaven with a shout, with the 
voice of the archangel and the trump 
of God,” and so coming, He will bring 
His saints with Him. 

Thus we see that in the progress of 
the great phenomena of nature, the 
resurrection of the dead has its place, 
and the day is not now far distant 
when the dead in Christ will arise at 
the sound of His voice, and the living 
in Christ will with them put on His 
likeness and go with Him into the 
millennial glory. 

The personal glory of that time is 
thus contrasted with that of the life 
surrendered here at death, or by trans- 
lation at the coming of our Lord: 


**So also is the resurrection of the dead. 
It is sown in corruption; it is raised in in- 
corruption: It is sown in dishonour; it is 
raised in glory: It is sown in weakness; it is 
raised in power: It is sown a natural body; 
it is raised a spiritual body. There is a 
natural body, and there is a spiritual 
body.”’ (I Cor. 15: 42-44.) 


Judgment 


We now come to the consideration 
of the fifth course of masonry in the 
foundation: “‘The Doctrine of Eternal 
Judgment.” As a prelude to our 
thoughts upon this great subject, let 
us note the following quotation: 


“The significance of the Hebrew word 
is much wider than that of the Greek 
‘krites,’ the Latin ‘judex,’ or the English 
‘judge.’ The judge was not only the 
vindicator, the punisher, but also the de- 
fender, the ‘deliverer.’”’ (Int. Crit. Com.) 


In common English the word “‘judg- 
ment”’ is limited to the function of the 
judge in court. In England he repre- 
sents the King in the administration of 
justice. If there is a case against the 
accused, or against the defendant, the 
judge acts. If there is no case against 
him, the judge dismisses the case. He 
punishes; he estimates and imposes 
damages. He does not deliver the in- 
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jured except incidentally and he does 
not reward virtue. 

But the judge in the Bible sense of 
the term performs all the functions of 
the King: punishing crime, righting 
the wrong, delivering the oppressed, 
rewarding virtue. In fact, to judge is to 
rule. 
With this Bible meaning of the term 
in mind, let us now approach the last 
of this series of foundation doctrines: 
Eternal Judgment. 


The Punitive Clauses 


First we come to the fact of sin. “By 
one man sin entered into the world; 
and death by sin.” This is a tremen- 
dous statement of Holy Writ, found in 
Romans 5:12. Human _ experience, 
carried to almost universal propor- 
tions, testifies to the fact that sin is in 
the world and death by sin. 

The illustration of this tragedy of 
history is given in the Jehovah Elohim 
section of the Creation story, which 
begins with the fourth verse of the 
second chapter of Genesis. We read, 
“And the Lord God commanded the 
ee 

Up to that moment the will of man 
had been the Jaw of his being. From 
that moment the expressed will of God 
became Jaw to the man. At that mo- 
ment began the prayer, later voiced by 
our Lord, ““Thy will be done on earth, 
as it is in heaven.” 

Up to that moment temptation for 
the man had been a psychical impossi- 
bility. True, his mental standards had 
been exalted above those of other 
orders of life on earth, for he alone was 
created “in the likeness of God.” But 
of moral standards, these had not as 
yet appeared. The will of man was the 
law of his being as the instinct of the 
lower orders is the law of their being. 

Not until the will of God became 
law to the man was there the possi- 
bility of temptation to refuse to do that 
will and to determine to follow his own 
will, which latter is the “‘another law 
in my members” of which Paul speaks 
in his Epistle to the Romans. 

Just as soon as the will of God be- 
came the new law of the life and con- 
duct of the man the tempter came with 
his temptation. Then came sin, judg- 
ment, condemnation, the death pen- 
alty, coupled with the promise of the 
Redeemer and the Atonement. Saith 
the Scriptures, “The seed of the 
woman shall bruise thy head.” 

Thus was the first trial court of 
eternal judgment set on earth and the 
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first sentence delivered under it. There 
was the enunciation of the law, “In 
the day that thou eatest thereof, thou 
shalt surely die.” This is reiterated 
through the ages in the formula, “The 
soul that sinneth it shall die.” So death 
passed upon all men, for all have 
sinned. 

In the Divine procedure the status 
of the case seems to be this. The 
enemy, which is the Devil, seems to 
have reasoned: “Jehovah Elohim has 
just formed man of the dust of the 
earth and breathed into his nostrilsthe 
breath of life and man became a living 
soul. What is the purpose of this new 
formation? What is to be the destiny 
of this new-formed creature? Is it not 
that he should be prepared to occupy 
the place which I and my fellows have 
vacated through rebellion against the 
authority of Jehovah? Further, Je- 
hovah Elohim has just endowed man 
with the glory of doing the will of 
God; and thus of acting in a sphere far 
above that to which the man has been 
created, thus manifesting the fact that 
he is to achieve a higher destiny than 
his beginnings would indicate. But 
now comes my opportunity. If the man 
disobeys the command of God, he will 
offend against the law of eternal right- 
cousness and shall die. I will, therefore, 
secure his disobedience and that will 
be to secure his destruction.” 

The fact of the success of the tempta- 
tion is stated clearly. But with the man 
— it would seem unexpectedly — the 
Devil came into judgment also. The 
authority and power which “shall 
bruise thy head” because of this sin 
shall be ‘“‘the seed of the woman” 
whom he tempted to the fall of the 
race. 

It would seem that, even so, this 
would be a triumph for the Devil 
against Jehovah, for the law cannot be 
altered even by the Divine will. It is 
the eternal law of righteousness. It 
would seem to the enemy that in order 
to save his creature from the conse- 
quence of his transgression, Jehovah 
would exercise His Divine sovereignty 
and forgive the sinner. But this would 
be to break the eternal law of right- 
eousness. It would be what our courts 
would call ‘‘compounding a felony,” 
which is to be a partaker in the felony. 
Thus Jehovah Elohim would discredit 
the law. 

But not so. In order “‘that he might 
be just, and the justifier,” Jesus Christ 
offered Himself, the sinless One, to 
take upon Himself the punishment of 





the sinner and thus restore him to sin- 
less life again — not as a sacrifice to 
God the Father, as many believe, but 
as an atonement under the eternal law 
of righteousness. 

So, while man went his weary way 
under the burden of sin and death, the 
“Lamb of God was slain from the 
foundation of the world.”’ Then, “once 
in the end of the world Christ ap- 
peared to put away sin by the sacrifice 
of Himself,” and the great act of the 
Atonement — of such vital importance 
in the Court of Eternal Judgment — 
took place and has been accepted in 
Heaven. 

Now that great fact and act is of- 
fered to the sinner. He may take out 
his redemption and through the blood 
of the Everlasting Covenant be made 
clean; or he may elect to remain under 
the condemnation of the eternal law. 
Thus, the Court of Eternal Judgment 
sits and David sings of its administra- 
tion: 


“The judgments of the Lord are true 
and righteous altogether. More to be 
desired are they than gold, yea, than much 
fine gold: sweeter also than honey and the 
honeycomb. Moreover by them is thy 
servant warned: and in keeping of them 
there is great reward.” (Ps. 19: 9-11.) 


Universality of Law 


God’s entire universe is subject to 
law. This is true in the “natural 
world.” It is wholly subject to natural 
law, like, for instance, the law of 
gravitation. ‘This is true in the “‘psychi- 
cal world.” There is a law governing 
our minds of which we are instinctively 
conscious and to which we know our- 
selves to be subject. This is also true in 
the spiritual world. There is a spiritual 
law, of which God, in His character 
and attributes, is the expression and 
living embodiment. Under this law He 
says to us: “Be ye Holy, for I am 
Holy.” 

There is, growing out of all this, a 
system of law which is the expression 
of the eternal law of righteousness. 
That system is contained in the Com- 
mandments, Statutes and Judgments 
of Jehovah. 

This is the expression of the con- 
clusion of that law: “The soul that 
sinneth, it shall die” (Ez. 18: 4). 

This is the verdict under that law: 
“For all have sinned, and come short 
of the glory of God” (Rom. 3: 23). 

This is the judgment: “All we like 
sheep have gone astray; we have 
turned every one to his own way; and

the Lord hath laid on Him the iniquity 
of us all’ (Isa. 53: 6). 

This is the delivery from the curse 
of the law: “Therefore being justified 
by faith, we have peace with God 
through our Lord Jesus Christ” (Rom. 
ate). 

This is the assurance: “There is 
therefore now no condemnation to 
them which are in Christ Jesus” (Rom. 
8: 1). “Christ hath redeemed us from 
the curse of the law, being made a 
curse for us: for it is written, Cursed 
is every one that hangeth on a tree”’ 
(Gal. 3: 19). 

Thus we see that, from the stand- 
point to which this theme makes its 
appeal to us, there is a wide-open 
pathway for every soul to escape from 
the judgment imposing the curse of the 
law, which is death. 

Let us see to it that our own indi- 
vidual case is cleared in the Divine 
court and that we have taken out the 
personal assurance of freedom from 
condemnation. This is a matter to 
which every adult must give personal 
attention. It cannot be obtained from 
man; neither prelate, priest nor lay- 
man. It must be obtained by personal 
approach to Jesus Christ, the only 
Mediator. The session of His court is 
always sitting. The door to His Pres- 
ence is always open. The assurance of 
justification is always ready to be 
given, as a free gift of God, to the 
personal applicant who approaches the 
footstool of the Lord. The place of 
approach is in our own heart: 

“When thou prayest, enter into thy 
closet, and when thou hast shut thy door, 
pray to thy Father which is in secret; 
and thy Father which seeth in secret shall 
reward thee openly.”’ (Matt. 6: 6.) 

This is the instruction for our ap- 
proach as given by our Lord Himself. 
This matter, of infinite import to us, 
having been attended to, let us go on 
to examine this foundation doctrine 
from the broader standpoint. 

Eternal Judgment 

In the Court of Eternal Judgment 
the Atonement for the sins of man and 
the redemption of the nation Israel are 
well-established factors. 

Whether the Incarnation and the 
Atonement have wider scope than the 
earthly field of administration we have 
no knowledge. But as they are made 
to fit into the scheme of eternal judg- 
ment it may well be so, for that which 
is eternal touches the infinite. 
Whether the sacrificial ministry of 
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our Lord has a wider scope than earth 
or not, it is certain that eternal judg- 
ment has a wider scope, embracing 
the whole of the universe as far as we 
have knowledge of it. 

Nature in all its forms and in all its 
expanse answers to the will of Him who 
is described as “upholding all things 
by the word of His power.” Into this 
we need not go further than to say 
that all the activities of scientists from 
the very beginning have been based 
upon the assumption that all nature 
acts in obedience to, and in accord- 
ance with, established law. 

Our own human family reacts to a 
higher form of law than does any 
other earthly species of which we have 
knowledge. Humanity reacts to the 
Divine will. Of all the species of the 
earth, humanity is reserved to judg- 
ment in the way of trial, reward and 
punishment. The conviction of this 
is ingrained in the mentality of all 
but the very lowest types of men — 
perhaps of all men. 

But we read of other and higher 
orders of being. The demons are sub- 
ject to law and are conscious of the fact 
of broken law. They express dread of 
the consequences. For instance, the 
demons at Gadara said to our Lord, 
*‘Art thou come to torment us before 
the time?” 

The devils, a more powerful order of 
beings, “‘are reserved in chains and dark- 
ness against the judgment of that great 
day.” They are conscious of law and 
judgment and have rebelled against 
both, awaiting the consequences in 
chains. 

The angels, which preserved their 
purity and passed up to serve before 
the throne of God, the “‘angels which 
excell in strength, which do His com- 
mandments, hearkening unto the voice 
of His word,” are conscious of law and 
judgment, and it is their delight to 
obey. 

The judgment seat of THE ETERNAL 
therefore embraces within the scope 
of its jurisdiction all these orders of 
life, and, we presume, all orders of 
life. It is a universe of order, of law, 
of judgment. Jehovah, the Administra- 
tor of law, is a figure of ultimate maj- 
esty, presented to us for our worship 
in the doctrine of eternal judgment. 


Saviourship 


The word “judgment” also means 
saviourship. ““The Lord saved Israel 
by the hand of the judges” is a very 
common statement of the Old Testa- 





ment histories. Regarding sinful man, 
it is a glorious thing to remember that 
the Judge of all is the Saviour of all 
who trust in Him. 

Therefore, the doctrine of eternal 
judgment is also the doctrine of eternal 
Saviourship. We first consider the 
great ordinance of Calvary, where 
“Jesus Christ by the grace of God 
tasted death for every man.” (Heb. 
2:9.) There followed the presentation 
in “heaven itself” of the blood of our 
Lord, by Himself offered, in proof that 
the penalty required had been fully 
paid. We may rejoice in that fact and 
let us not be such proud and foolish 
ones as to put these glorious acts of 
Divine administration away. Let us 
remember that to put them away is to 
put our share in the facts away, and 
we thus stubbornly insist on standing 
out exposed to the consequences of re- 
bellion, and to the sanctions of the law 
“tin that case made and provided.” In 
the kingly administration is the gift of 
eternal life for all those who are not too 
stubborn, or too proud, to accept the 
fact of the Atonement. 


The Prince of This World 


Men have sinned and come short of 
the glory of God and, for them, an 
Atonement has been made. This, in 
part, because they are victims of a 
wiser and more powerful agent in the 
physical, psychical and perhaps spir- 
itual world; namely, the Devil. But 
“the Prince of this world” must an- 
swer for the rebellion of this world and 
for all the consequences which follow. 
Therefore, “‘the Prince of this world is 
judged” and this is a major act of 
eternal judgment. The judgment pro- 
nounced in the Garden is that his final 
overthrow shall come from the hand of 
“the seed of the woman” — that is, 
from his heel —and no angel hosts 
shall intervene. The glory of final vic- 
tory now brought very near shall be 
to the Son of man, leading the hosts 
of the redeemed in final conflict with 
the Devil and all his forces. “And the 
Devil that deceived them was cast into 
the lake of fire and brimstone” (Rev. 
20: 10). 

Eternal judgment must be also 
looked upon as embracing in its proc- 
ess the freeing of the race of Adam from 
sin and its accompanying diseases and 
death, the consequences of the broken 
law. Further, it must be looked upon 
as the completion of the work, under- 
taken when “the Lord God com-

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of America were aroused to the insidious propaganda 

in our midst, sponsored by those who pretend love for 
our country but who in reality are pushing us into war. 
Ordinarily there would be no reason for us to pay the 
slightest attention to the subtle utterances emanating from 
those who are spokesmen for powerful minority groups 
among us. But when their propaganda is being accepted to 
the extent that it is having a definite influence upon Amer- 
ican policies which are making World War III inevitable, 
we cannot remain silent. Unfortunately, politicians in both 
major parties have lent their influence to furthering the in- 
terests of selfish minorities in the hope of securing political 
support in the coming national election. 

Daniel clearly shows that the Soviets are going to invade 
Palestine and the present propaganda in favor of the 
Zionist claims to that land is a major contributing factor 
toward the coming troubles.* Zionists have already se- 
cured Communist help and the Russian-Zionist accord, 
now in the making, will place the Zionists alongside the 
Russians in the coming attack that will be made upon the 
Anglo-Saxon-Celtic peoples. 

The subtleness of the propaganda is becoming crystal 
clear to those who were able to analyze the Easter Sunday 
evening broadcast by Walter Winchell. He purported to be 
addressing the President of the United States and in that 
address he condemned the military branch of our govern- 
ment as having influenced the President in his decision to 
reverse the position formerly taken on the partitioning of 
Palestine. Mr. Winchell blamed the Arabian oil interests 
of the United States for this reversal and charged that it was 
because of military expediency that the President listened 
to the advice of those who have the defense of our nation in 
their hands. 

Actually, what is wrong about a withdrawal from an 
untenable position? The partition of Palestine is contrary 
to the best interests of peace and, as pointed out in “Dividing 
The Land,” Destiny for November 1947, it is condemned by 
the God of Israel. Why should we try to “pull chestnuts 
out of the fire’’ for the Zionists? It is rather obvious that the 
Zionists are not at all concerned that the support of their 

program may involve the U. S. A. in war and be the cause 
of thousands of our young men dying in Palestine trying to 
help them establish what God has already decreed shall 
not be accomplished. Because of certain other factors, little 
known to the public at large, we seriously question if the 
Zionists’ claims to Palestine are so altruistic as the world is 
being led to believe. Sentimentalists among Christians 
think this desire is based upon the longing to possess “the 
land of their forefathers.” But to many Zionists Palestine is 
not the land of their forefathers, for many are not even 
descendants of Judah. Instead, their forefathers were 
Asiatics who were converted to Judaism.f In recognition 
of this truth, John declares in Revelation:

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Subtle and Dangerous Propaganda 


“I know the blasphemy of them which say they are Jews, and 
are not, but are the synagogue of Satan.” (Rev. 2: 9.) 


The Russian-Zionist accord definitely classifies the sec- 
tion of Jewry supporting it as of the synagogue of Satan. 
But why are the Zionists insisting that Palestine alone is the 
land they must have? Walter Winchell condemned our 
government for withdrawing from an untenable position 
because of oil interests. It was a position which we should 
never have taken in the first place. However, we charge 
that the Zionists are playing for far greater stakes in 
Palestine, exceeding in value by billions of dollars any oil 
we may get from Arabia. This fact alone may well account 
for the refusal of the Zionists to consider any other part of 
the globe as a homeland. 

A splendid offer of an ideal location was made to the 
Jews by Great Britain some years ago but they rejected it. 
Why? It would have been a territory which they could have 
developed, for the resources of the country far exceed those 
of Palestine — excepting one area of the Holy Land. As to 
colonization, it is far more suitable for that purpose than 
Palestine would ever be. In Destiny for August 1944 we 
wrote: 


“‘Uganda is the British Protectorate in Central Africa just west 
of Kenya whose total area is 94,204 square miles, or nine times 
larger than Palestine. 

“This land offers a remarkable variety of climates with its 
diversified terrain and lakes, lofty plateaus, snow-capped moun- 
tains, vast swamps, dense forests and regions of desolate aridity. 

“Large tracts still remain geologically unexplored. Iron ore is 
abundant and there are indications of copper and gold, while 
graphite is present in some localities. 

“The vegetation is luxuriant, except in the Rudoff region, 
where the flora is similar to Somaliland. There are luxuriant 
tropical forests in the lower regions while the mountains are 
clothed with forests of conifers, juniper, giant yew trees and witch 
hazels. 

“Cotton growing is the principal product. A few of the planta- 
tions are owned and managed by Europeans. 

“The seat of the British administration is Entebbe. It contains 
a number of commodious official residences, churches, hospitals, 
a laboratory, covered market, etc. Some twenty miles northwest 
of Entebbe is the native capital of Buganda, which is Mengo, with 
a population of 70,000. 

“Missionaries maintain the schools and do excellent work. 
Manual, technical and higher education is provided.” 


In the same issue of Destiny, in an article titled ““The 
Jewish Problem,” the following statements were made: 

“Persistent agitation, political penetration and financial an- 
nexation by a powerful section of international Jews to further 
their full claim to Palestine provoke threatening complications 
and strong resentment among the Mohammedan peoples of the 
Arab Confederation and 90,000,000 Mohammedans in India. 

“*To dispossess the Arabs who are descendants of Shem and who 
are, therefore, Semites, and who have been in continuous occu- 
pation of their ancestral home for many centuries, in order that 
the Jews may secure possession of a country no larger than Wales, 
by the misapplication of political-financial power and ceaseless 
intrigue, is a violation of the spirit of the Atlantic Charter and the 
rights of small nations to self-determination and their own way of 
life. It is strangely inconsistent with the strongly developed pro- 
clivity of the Jews for ‘big business.’” 
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Then a question is posed and answered with facts that 
would indicate there are strong financial reasons for the 
Zionists’ persistency in their claims to Palestine, augmented 
by the desire for a prize so valuable that its financial worth 
exceeds the combined wealth and assets of many of Ameri- 
ca’s great industries. We quote again from “The Jewish 
Problem”’: 


“Can filial devotion to a patriarchal past, and an irresistible 
urge to exchange the wide and open spaces of a world that has 
been subjugated to a centralized financial despotism, for the 
more restricted vista of a Palestinian home provide a satisfactory 
answer to this fascinating conundrum? Or, can it be that the 
political penetration and financial annexation of the Holy Land 
by the Jews would serve to hasten ‘the annihilation of the religion 
of Christ?’ 

‘Perhaps some other explanation may be found that is more 
in keeping with stone-cold reality, and we hazard the suggestion 
that the strategical importance of that tiny country that borders 
the Eastern Mediterranean should not be overlooked in assessing 
the value and amenities which Palestine affords as ‘a national 
Home for the Jews,’ particularly in view of the potash, oil and 
other mineral resources of the highest importance that occur 
in Palestine in vast quantities. 

“In 1929, the Crown Agents for the Colonies published, on 
behalf of the government of Palestine, reports, etc., relating to 
preliminary investigation, 1923-25, on the Production of Minerals 
from the Waters of the Dead Sea. 

“‘The following appears on page 2 of the report: 

“‘*From the foregoing figures the quantities of salts in the 
Dead Sea are therefore approximately: 


Potassium Chloride............. 2,000 million metric tons 
Magnesium Bromide............ 980 million metric tons 
Sodium Chloride. ...........0+. 11,000 million metric tons 
Magnesium Chloride............ 22,000 million metric tons 
Calcium Chioride............... 6,000 million metric tons 


“* *For practical purposes,’ says the report, ‘the supply of potash 
may be considered inexhaustible.’ 

“‘The value of the salts in the Dead Sea containing potash and 
magnesium is stupendous and would be vastly increased were the 
value of the other items to be assessed. 

“At current prices in 1944, the potential value of KCl would 
exceed 23,000 million pounds sterling (approximately $115,000,- 
000,000) and that of MgCl, . . . 371,000,000,000 pounds 
(approximately $1,855,000,000,000). Thus it will be seen that 
without including the value of other enormous sources of wealth, 
the potential value in the Dead Sea of these two chemicals alone 
is approximately 400,000 million pounds (approximately $2,000,- 
000,000,000). 

“In addition to the vast supplies of potash in solution in the 
waters of the Dead Sea, deposits of mineralized potash (carnallite) 
are known to exist in quantities exceeding the dissolved KCl. 
These were brought to light when the Standard Oil Company 
discovered oil prior to 1914 and it was found that the carnallite 
overlay what promised to be an important oil field. ‘The entry of 
Turkey into the war of 1914-1918 as an ally of Germany pre- 
vented further investigation and it is significant that a virtual 
world monopoly of potash is held by Germany through the 
‘Farbenindustrie’ and its associates in the United States, France, 
England, etc. 

“The development of the deposits of potash in Palestine would 
end that monopoly, but no action has been taken to expedite the 
exploitation of those resources. How the Dead Sea Concession 
came to be acquired by a Russian Jew, Moise Novomoisky, and 
how the rights to harness the waters of the river Jordan and the 
river Oudja for the supply of electricity came to be acquired by 
Pinhas Rutenberg, who is also a Russian Jew, would have pro- 
vided Jack London with a stirring theme.” 
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Walter Winchell declared over the radio that the deci- 
sion to withdraw support of the plan to partition Palestine 
is “‘a fateful decision.” Is this a veiled threat to American 
security if our nation refuses to go all-out for the Zionists? 
Actually, much of the Zionists’ pressure is sheer propa- 
ganda which would not stand a factual examination. Have 
they now secured from us all they think it is possible to 
obtain and are they now ready to turn on the United States 
as they have turned on Great Britain? In the coming ac- 
cord between the Zionists and the Russians, are the 
Zionists planning to be shooting at us along with the Rus- 
sians? Interesting questions, but practical also, for the 
Soviets are planning to attack us from within and without 
and it is necessary to know now who are our friends and who 
are our foes. 

Let Mr. Winchell explain what is so “fateful” for us in a 
refusal to go along with an issue that means inevitable 
war? Fateful perhaps in the eyes of the Zionists and those 
who are fully aware of the Soviet program for taking over 
the United States of America when the Kremlin elects to 
move against us. To make the decision to withdraw sup- 
port of the plan to partition Palestine the basis for a threat 
is most interesting. 

When you hear the “Pearsons,”’ the ‘“‘Winchells” and 
Zionist speakers wail over the failure to hand Palestine 
over to the Zionists, don’t forget that it is the potassium, 
magnesium, sodium and calcium of the Dead Sea which 
they wish to appropriate to the tune of some $2,000,000,- 
000,000. When they inject oil into the issue in an en- 
deavor to stigmatize Uncle Sam as a grasping money- 
monger, it is time to suggest they cast the beam out of their 
own eye before they attempt to remove the moat from his 


eye. 
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OsE who seek to spread the 
Gospel of God’s Kingdom, so 
shortly to be established on this 

earth, continuously meet with several 
oft-repeated objections on the part of 
those hearing it for the first time. These 
objections arise, on one hand, from 
an almost total ignorance of the Old 
Testament and, on the other, from a 
careless acceptance of man-made “re- 
ligious’”’ traditions. 

One of these popular errors, namely 
the charge of wanton favoritism in the 
calling of Israel by God, has ‘been 
briefly dealt with in a previous article, 
“Twelve Chosen Men,” published in 
Destiny for February 1948. Next in 
frequency of occurrence, and growing 
out of the favoritism fallacy, is the mis- 
conception that, as a result of God’s 
calling of Israel, all other races of 
mankind are necessarily cast aside as 
of no importance in the sight of the 
Creator. 

Tothe average generous, fair-minded 
American or British mind, this false 
impression is particularly offensive. 
And so it should be, for this very 
attribute of fair play, of justice and 
generosity, is a major part of the warp 
and woof of their make-up; Israelites 
were and are that way. For centuries 
our churches have emphasized the 
gracious and all-inclusive invitation of 
our Lord Jesus Christ to “whosoever 
will.”” How familiar we are with those 
winning words: “Come unto me, all 
ye that labour and are heavy laden, 
and I will give you rest” (Matt. 11: 
28). 

Every Christian worker knows and 
obeys the Lord’s last instructions to 
take the Good News to every person of 
every race. But how many know that 
this universal offer, so rightly stressed 
by God, the Son, is merely the fulfill- 
ment and realization of the world-wide 
purpose of God, the Father, as re- 
vealed in the Law and by the prophets 
of the Old Testament. It is time, and 
past, that we became familiar with 
the revelations of the Old Testament 
on this vital subject. To the Law and 
to the Testimony, therefore, let us 
turn, for unless we speak according to 
this Word, there is no true light in us. 
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Strangers in the Kingdom

From the very beginning we find 
the same message. In Abraham’s 
calling, the promise was given that 
in his multitudinous seed, as well as 
in the One Seed, Christ, all the nations 
of the earth would be blessed. The 


blessing is not just for Abraham and his. 


numerous posterity; it is also for all 
the nations of the earth: “and in thee 
shall all families of the earth be blessed” 
(Gen. 12: 3). This promise of universal 
blessing through the seed of this man 
is repeated and guaranteed to his son 
Isaac (Gen. 26: 4), and to his grand- 
son Jacob-Israel (Gen. 28: 14). God’s 
covenant promise to each of these fore- 
fathers of Israel specifically assures 
blessings to all the other races as well. 

Proceeding from the individual to 
the nation in this matter of the 
“stranger,” it is fascinating to trace 
God?’s infinite justice and care for these 
others in the training of His servant 
people. During four hundred and 
thirty years they learned the lesson 
of bondage and bitter oppression in 
the land of Egypt. When they had 
tasted for themselves sufficiently of 
the wretchedness of overbearing cru- 
elty, and were released therefrom and 
brought to the point of national 
emergence as the eternal servant peo- 
ple of the Lord of Hosts, then indeed 
does His solicitude for the “strangers” 
become clarified. ‘Throughout the giv- 
ing and learning of the Law, during 
the long forty years of punitive wan- 
dering, over and over again, these 
called and chosen tools of the Most 
High were reminded of their duty to 
to the stranger in their midst. The 
great books of the Divine Law contain 
repeated clauses for the protection 
and care of these foreigners, and a few 
examples of the Divine legislation will 
bring this fact into clear focus: 


**Also thou shalt not oppress a stranger: 
for ye know the heart of a stranger, seeing 
ye were strangers in the land of Egypt.” 
(Ex. 23: 9.) 

‘And if a stranger sojourn with thee in 
your land, ye shall not vex him. But the 
stranger that dwelleth with you shall be 
unto you as one born among you, and 
thou shalt love him as thy self.” (Lev. 19: 
33-34.) 





“Ye shall have one manner of law, as 
well for the stranger, as for one of your 
own country.” (Lev. 24: 22.) 

“The Lord your God is God of gods, 
and Lord of lords, a great God, a mighty, 
and a terrible, which regardeth not per- 
sons, nor taketh reward: He doth execute 
the judgment of the fatherless and widow, 
and loveth the stranger, in giving him food 
and raiment. Love ye therefore the stran- 
ger: for ye were strangers in the land of 
Egypt.” (Deut. 10: 17-19.) 

“At the end of three years thou shalt 
bring forth all the tithe of thine increase 
the same year, and shalt lay it up within 
thy gates: And the Levite . . . and the 
stranger, and the fatherless and the widow, 
which are within thy gates, shall come, and 
shall eat and be satisfied; that the Lord 
thy God may bless thee in all the work of 
thine hand which thou doest.” (Deut. 14: 
28-29.) 

*‘Thou shalt not oppress an hired servant 
that is poor and needy, whether he be of 
thy brethren, or of thy strangers that are 
in thy land within thy gates. . . . Thou 
shalt not pervert the judgment of the 
stranger, nor of the fatherless.” (Deut. 24: 
14-17.) 

“Cursed be he that perverteth the judg- 
ment of the stranger, fatherless, and widow. 
And all the people shall say, Amen.” 
(Deut. 27: 19.) 


So much for the Covenants and the 
Law. Let us now hear what the great 
prophets have to say regarding God’s 
will toward the “strangers.” Zech- 
ariah utters very pertinent words to 
the wise: 


‘And the word of the Lord came unte 
Zechariah, saying, Thus speaketh the 
Lord of hosts, saying, Execute true judg- 
ment, and shew mercy and compassions 
every man to his brother: And oppress 
not the widow, nor the fatherless, the 
stranger, nor the poor.” (Zech. 7: 8-10.) 


There is something pitifully “mod- 
ern” in the recorded response of the 
people to this appeal: 


“But they refused to hearken, and pulled 
away the shoulder, and stopped their 
ears, that they should not hear.” (Zech. 7: 
11.) 


Is not this the very reaction of Israel 
today when God’s present-day serv- 
ants again bring up ringingly the call 
to return to the just and merciful laws 
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of our Father? Do we not indeed, 
“pull away our shoulders and stop 
our ears” in petulant impatience? We 
neither know nor care to learn again 
the laws ordained by God, not only 
for our own well-being, but for the 
blessing of all the world. 
Remembering that Jehovah, who 
speaks in the Old Testament, and the 
mighty Prince of peace, who speaks in 
the New Testament, are always one 
and the same God, the great 1 AM from 
the beginning, the same yesterday, 
today and forever, it is only to be ex- 
pected that their word shall be one on 
all subjects. Nowhere does God, the 
Son, speak more tenderly to the 
“strangers” than does God, the Father. 
Through Isaiah, the very heart of 
our God speaks to whosoever will: 


“Neither let the son of the stranger, 
that hath joined himself to the Lord, 
speak, saying, The Lord hath utterly sepa- 
rated me from His people. . . . Also the 
sons of the stranger, that join themselves 
to the Lord, to serve Him, and to love the 
name of the Lord, to be His servants, 
every one that keepeth the sabbath from 
polluting it, and taketh hold of my cove- 
nant; Even them will I bring to my holy 
mountain, and make them joyful in my 
house of prayer: their burnt-offerings and 
their sacrifices shall be accepted upon 
mine altar; for mine house shall be called 
an house of prayer for all people. The 
Lord God which gathereth the outcasts of 
Israel saith, Yet will I gather others to 
him, beside those that are gathered unto 
him.” (Isa. 56: 3-8.) 


The conclusion to be drawn is clear: 


There are no people whom God re- 
jects. There are only — regretfully be 
it spoken — those who reject God. 
In the Old Testament, as in the New, 
the call goes forth eternally: 


“*Ho, every one that thirsteth, come ye 
to the waters, and he that hath no money; 
come ye, buy and eat, yea, come, buy 
wine and milk without money and without 
price. . . . Incline your ear, and come 
unto me: hear, and your soul shall live.” 
(Isa. 55: 1-3.) 


The same God who calls one and 
all has given His very life on the cross, 
not only to redeem His people Israel, 
but also to provide salvation and 
eternal life for every stranger who will 
have it. It only remains to be seen 
how many will hear and answer. 


Middle East Report 








SINCE RECEIVING our latest report from Mr. Fuad R. 
Saadeh the city of Haifa has been taken by the Jews. In 
this report Mr. Saadeh described a visit to Haifa, stating 
that at that time British soldiers were patrolling the streets 
and soldiers were riding in tanks, standing in the open tur- 
rets of the tanks as they rumbled through the streets. The 
following are excerpts from the report: 

‘The Arabs ride in buses in Haifa with strong wire grids 
over the windows while the buses used by the Jews are 
armored with no windows. These buses move slowly, zig- 
zagging from one side of the street to the other around road 
blocks of weighted oil barrels standing half across the street. 
Barbed wire barricades are also in evidence. 

“Tension is increasing and last night (March 17) the 
sound of firing was rather brisk and we heard a couple of 
explosions. This morning shooting broke out in the street. 


Taxis. stopped running. Shops that remained open pulled 
their iron shutters to within three feet of the ground. The 
car taking us to the airport took a roundabout road to 
avoid trouble. Haifa is a city holding its breath. 

“Beirut seemed quiet and in Damascus I saw a student 
parade that was possibly political. A big meeting of Arab 
leaders is taking place in my hotel here with colorful per- 
sonages present. Across from my window stands a military 
truck loaded with boxes which are either soldier’s kits or 
ammunition and supplies. It is manned by Arabs in uni- 
form. The whole atmosphere is charged with tension and 
one senses a spirit of determination. I have heard criticism 
of America, but have seen no resentment of Americans. 
While in Cairo my dragoman (Egyptian guide) asked me, 
‘Why does Mr. Truman want to take our land away from 
us?’ bP]

Following this denunciation for 
withholding the tithe, a call is given to 
bring in all the tithes to the place of 
gathering. A special blessing is prom- 
ised those who will do this, for God de- 
clares He will become the Debtor and 
will pay His obligation in full: 

“Bring ye all the tithes into the store- 
house, that there may be meat in mine 
house, and prove me now herewith, saith 
the Lord of hosts, if I will not open you the 
windows of heaven, and pour you out a 
blessing, that there shall not be room 
enough to receive it.”” (Mal. 3: 10.) 


God challenges His people to put 
Him to the test by paying their tithes 
and see if He will not pour out abun- 
dant blessings upon them. The testi- 
mony of all who have accepted this 
challenge and consistently paid their 
tithes is that God has kept His word 
in every respect.

or income and we find many refer- 
ences to the tithe in the Scriptures. 
The principle of the tithe was evi- 
dently well-known in Abraham’s time. 
We are told that when he returned 
from the battle against the kings, who 
had carried the people of Sodom and 
Gomorrah away captive, including Lot 
and his family, Melchizedek, King of 
Salem, met him. This King of Salem 
was the Priest of the Most High God 
and to him Abraham gave tithes of 
all his possessions (Gen. 14: 18-20). 
Commenting upon this, the writer of 
Hebrews said: 


“‘Now consider how great this man was, 
unto whom even the patriarch Abraham 
gave the tenth of the spoils.”’ (Heb. 7: 4.) 


When Jacob fled from his father’s 
house for fear of Esau, he slept one 
night out on the plains where he had 
a dream. In it he saw Angels ascend- 
ing and descending a ladder and the 
Lord stood above it and confirmed 
the covenant made with Abraham 
and Isaac to him. When Jacob awoke 
he made a vow, asking God to keep 
him in the way that he went, provide 
for his daily needs and make it possible 
for him to return to his father’s house 
in peace. In return Jacob vowed: 


‘Then shall the Lord be my God: And 
this stone, which I have set for a pillar, 
shall be God’s house: and of all that thou 
shalt give me I will surely give the tenth 
unto thee.’”’ (Gen. 28: 21-22.) 


Jacob was evidently well acquainted 
with the Law of the Tithe and he rec- 
ognized that it was an obligation to be 
kept, just as Abraham recognized that 
he also must pay tithes. But to whom 
were the tithes to be paid? 

Leaders in the modern Christian 
Church have been stating that all the 
tithes belong to the Church, but this 
is not true. There was no Church as 
such in existence in Jacob’s day. To 
whom did he pay his tithes? Part of 
that tithe was used for sacrificial offer- 
ings in the pursuance of religious du- 
ties, but the larger portion of it went 
to assist the stranger, clothe the needy 
and give food to the hungry. This was 
the work of a righteous man as he 
strove to relieve suffering, want and 






destitution. It was permissible to use 
the tithe for these purposes. 

Job, many years prior to the time of 
Abraham and Jacob, recognized his 
obligation to God and used at least a 
tithe, if not more, of his wealth for the 
Lord’s work. While the tithe is not 
definitely stated in the Book of Job, 
the results of tithing are given when 
Job publicly pleads his own cause: 


“If I have withheld the poor from their 
desire, or have caused the eyes of the 
widow to fail; Or have eaten my morsel 
myself alone, and the fatherless hath not 
eaten thereof . . . If I have seen any per- 
ish for want of clothing, or any poor 
without covering; If his loins have not 
blessed me, and if he were not warmed 
with the fleece of my sheep; If I have lifted 
up my hand against the fatherless, when I 
saw my help in the gate: Then let mine 
arm fall from my shoulder blade, and 
mine arm be broken from the bone.” 
(Job 31: 16-22.) 

When Israel was organized into a 
kingdom at Mount Sinai the Law of 
the Tithe was established as the basis 
of their support of national institu- 
tions and services. It was under the 
law establishing a double tithe that 
the people paid their taxes. ‘Thus, the 
full tithe included gifts to the Lord 
and charitable work, as well as taxes 
to finance the administration of the 
affairs of state. | 

When Israel demanded a king of 
Samuel, God warned them that, in 
addition to the tithe they were paying 
to the Lord for worship and for char- 
itable purposes, they would also be re- 
quired to meet the levies made by thew 
king: 

“And he will take the tenth of your 
seed, and of your vineyards, and give to his 
officers, and to his servants . . . He will 
take the tenth of your sheep: and ye shall 
be his servants.” (I Sam. 8: 15-17.) 


Thus, we have established the 
amount of tax that should be levied by 
any government against its people — 
one-tenth of the income of the people. 
Today governments have far exceeded 
the legal levies of one-tenth of our 
increase and by their excessive de- 
mands are actually confiscating the 
peoples’ property. Through real estate,

personal, income, direct and indirect 
taxes, two to four times the legal limit 
established by God is being collected 
from the people. An exorbitant tax 
levy was made upon the people in the 
time of our Lord, so the Jews chal- 
lenged Him: 

“Tell us therefore, What thinkest thou? 
Is it lawful to give tribute unto Caesar, 
or not?”’ (Matt. 22: 17.) 


Jesus was well aware of their crafty 
tricks so He requested them to show 
Him a penny. He asked them whose 
image and inscription was on it and 
they replied, “Caesar’s.” Jesus then 
said: 

“Render therefore unto Caesar the 
things which are Caesar’s; and unto God 
the things that are God’s.”’ (Matt. 22: 21.) 


Though the Jews had to pay tribute 
in excess of what would have been a 
just tax, they still were obliged to pay 
their tithe to the Lord. What was true 
then is true now, regardless of the de- 
mands made by the government upon 
its citizens. The tithe is still required 
by God, for no man may rob God and 
expect to prosper. 

It will not be until the administra- 
tion of justice under the righteous laws 
of the Kingdom of God that we may 
expect to have an equitable system of 
taxation. Until then oppression and 
confiscation of the possessions and 
earnings of men will be the order of 
the day under the administration of 
governments which exceed the God- 
given limits of equitable taxation. 
While we are compelled in this way to 
pay “‘tribute to Caesar,” we must not 
neglect the things of God, for a tenth 
of our increase belongs to Him. 

Under the Israel laws of adminis- 
tration the Levites collected the tithe, 
or tenth, from the people and a tenth 
of the tithe was given to Aaron, the 
High Priest, for Tabernacle, and later 
Temple, services (Num. 18: 26-28). 
Thus, the Church in Israel is entitled 
to only one-tenth of the tenth, or tithe 
—not to all the tithe. The balance 
of the tithe, or nine-tenths of the tithe, 
was to be used for Kingdom services 
and for charitable purposes. 

Having arrived at this understand- 
ing, it is mow necessary to consider 
what we shall do with the tithe today 
— how it shall be spent. Under the 
Biblical law we should tithe all of our 
increase, whether that increase is rep- 
resented in money or in possessions. 
For the farmer it would be a tenth of 
his crops and of the livestock born to 
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his flocks during the year, or their 
equivalent value in money. For the 
wage earner it would be a tenth of his 
salary or of his commissions, while the 
businessman would tithe his profit on 
every transaction or take a tithe of the 
year’s earnings. Let us illustrate: 

A man receives a salary of $40.00 
per week. His tithe would be $4.00 per 
week or $208.00 per year. One tenth 
of this annual tithe, or $20.80, is the 
amount he should contribute to his 
church. The balance of $177.20 is to 
be used for charitable and benevolent 
purposes and for furthering the work 
of the Kingdom. 

Deductible from the amount to be 
tithed would be the cost of tools a 
workman furnishes in earning his 
wages, for they would be a part of 
the cost contributing to his ability to 
earn. We have often been asked if a 
man may deduct his living expenses 
before tithing. The answer is, ‘‘No.” 
The nine-tenths of his income remain- 
ing to the individual, after deducting 
the Lord’s tenth, are for this purpose. 

But why should we pay tithes at all? 
Because God has enjoined us to carry 
the glad tidings of the Gospel to those 
who are not informed about it. To- 
day this includes both phases — per- 
sonal salvation through Jesus Christ 
and the knowledge of the blessings of 
the Kingdom of God. All who believe 
in the Lord and desire to do His will 
are commissioned to carry out assigned 
tasks. But all cannot speak or write, 
though everyone may give support to 
those who can do such work. By their 
financial assistance they become part- 
ners in the work being accomplished. 

It is well, therefore, to carefully 
select those with whom we wish to be 
in partnership, for by supporting them 
with our earnings we become responsi- 
ble to that extent for the kind of work 
they are doing. It is absolutely essen- 
tial to know that those whom we sup- 
port are as reliable and trustworthy 
as we would expect if we were to enter 
into a direct business relationship with 
them. Jesus had this type of partner- 
ship in mind when He said: 


“He that receiveth you receiveth me, 
and he that receiveth me receiveth him 
that sent me. He that receiveth a prophet 
in the name of a prophet shall receive a 
prophet’s reward; and he that receiveth a 
righteous man in the name of a righteous 
man shall receive a righteous man’s re- 
ward. And whosoever shall give to drink 
unto one of these little ones a cup of cold 
water only in the name of a disciple, verily 


I say unto you, he shall in no wise lose his 
reward.’ (Matt. 10: 40-42.) 


We have presented here an oppor- 
tunity which everyone may take ad- 
vantage of and receive the reward of 
the righteous man and prophet even 
though they are not qualified to ac- 
tually do the work of those whom they 
assist. 

In “A Privilege and a Blessing,” 
Destiny for March 1948, we said in 
part: 


“If a business concern were to offer the 
public an opportunity to invest in its 
operations, basing the percentage of re- 
turns on investments according to the 
terms God has laid down for investments 
made in His work, men would be certain 
the Millennium had come. But Mammon 
cannot afford to be so generous, for it 
would destroy the very basis of the profita- 
ble operations upon which it thrives. 

“In our present economy, when a man 
invests $1.00 in a business venture, he only 
secures interest on a dollar at the currently- 
established interest rate, or dividends in 
proportion to the actual financial invest- 
ment. The man investing $1,000.00 would 
have a thousand times more in returns 
than could possibly accrue from the poor 
man’s dollar. Usually, however, Mammon 
would not even consider accepting so 
small a sum as $1.00. Such an amount 
would be considered ridiculous as a busi- 
ness investment and Mammon would be 
more apt to rule that the minimum invest- 
ment acceptable would be $100.00. 

“God reverses this order, basing the 
value of an investment in His work, not 
upon the actual money invested, but upon 
its relationship to a man’s remaining 
assets. Thus, a poor man who possesses 
only $2.00 and invests $1.00 in Kingdom 
work has a 50% interest in the work ac- 
cording to his investment. A man of means 
worth $100,000.00, giving $1,000.00 to 
further the work of the Kingdom, would 
only have a 1% investment to his credit, 
though he gave a thousand times more 
than the poor man. Insofar as the actual 
amount of money is concerned, the poor 
man’s gift in Kingdom assets far outweighs 
the wealthy man’s gift because of the re- 
lationship to their respective assets. 

“Here is one of the most interesting 
lessons in the study of Divine equity, for 
the poor man made a far greater sacrifice 
when he parted with his dollar than the 
wealthy man did when he gave a thousand 
times more. Often the poor are, out of 
their little, laying up treasure in heaven in 
far greater abundance than the wealthy 
who, from their abundance, give sums that 
seem to dwarf the donations of the poor. 

“But why should a work wholly de- 
voted to spreading the Gospel of the King- 
dom be in need of financial support? 
The wordly wise tell us it should become 
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self-supporting, but a study of Christian 
witnessing proves that the true gospel has 
never been able to go forward without 
financial support from God-fearing men 
and women who have been willing to 
sacrifice in work, in giving money and in 
prayer. The very nature of the work the 
Lord has called us to do militates against 
the cooperation of Mammon and Mam- 
mon’s methods since the Gospel of the 
Kingdom proclaims the doom of the pres- 
ent world economy. The work of the Lord 
meets increasing opposition from the foes 
of righteousness and Mammen knows that 
it is by the withholding of financial sup- 
port that it can be hindered. The ordinary 
channels of trade that enable Mammon 
to conduct profitable businesses and pay 
substantial dividends do not operate to the 
advantage of Kingdom work to allow it 
to prosper. Therefore, those who bear the 
glad tidings of the Kingdom must secure 
financial support by other methods. 

“The activities of the early Church

manded the man,” of raising the race 
to that point where the will of God be- 
comes both the law and the habit of 
life for the man. This is presented un- 
der the great law of regeneration. 
Again, it must be looked upon as the 
Divine activity in the restoration or 
regeneration of all things, including 
the physical and psychical worlds 
which have been affected by the re- 
bellion of man and of devils. 

Eternal judgment must also be 
looked upon as God’s eternal rule in 
righteousness over the new heaven and 
the new earth. This is set forth glori- 
ously in the last two chapters of the 
Bible. ‘These chapters look beyond the 
day of the Great White Throne — 
which will be the last session of that 
court which deals with sin and death 
—to the Eternal Kingdom, the 
capital of which is the Holy City, New 
Jerusalem, from which flows the river 
of life, and in which is the dwelling- 
place of God, in the midst of Israel, 
His redeemed. 

So we see the enthroned Judge, the 
King of Glory, carrying forward every 
branch of the Divine administration 
even to the ends of the universe and 
on into eternity. His Judgment is true; 
His Saviourship is glorious; His King- 
ship is the sum of all perfection. It is 
our glory to have been justified from 
the charge of sin by faith in the Lord. 
It is our privilege to be fellow laborers 
with Him in carrying forward the 
affairs of His jurisdiction, to suppress 
the wrong and to establish righteous- 
ness. 
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proved this true for, though its followers 
were known as the poor and were often 
destitute of worldly goods, they carried 
the Gospel to the ends of the earth. It was 
the work of pioneers, filled with the Spirit 
of the Lord, who willingly faced every 
type of hardship for the work’s sake. 

**There is another — and most impor- 
tant — aspect to this subject. If it had been 
possible to carry on Kingdom activities on 
a paying basis, without the need of finan- 
cial support, those who are interested in its 
program but not qualified to speak or 
write, would have had no opportunity to 
secure the blessings reserved for all co- 
workers in His vineyard. 

“Because God knew that His work would 
meet tremendous resistance from Mam- 
mon and all those who are unrighteous, 
and because He knew too that the ordi- 
nary channels of trade would be closed to 
His servants, He left instructions concern- 
ing its support, commanding that those 
who believe set aside a tenth of their in- 
crease to be used in His service. To those 
who prosper He commands that, in addi- 
tion to the tithe, or 10% of their increase, 
they also give “free will’’ offerings accord- 
ing to their material prosperity. 

“Thus, a way has been provided for 
those who by faith believe to lay up treas- 
ure for themselves, not according to the 
amount given, but in accordance with its 
relationship to all of their assets. Under 
this investment program instituted by 
God, the poor have as good an oppor- 
tunity as the rich to acquire Kingdom 
assets by the investment of earthly earn- 
ings and be assured of dividends on the 
basis of a “hundredfold”’ increase in the 
age to come. 

‘This is a type of investment that Mam- 
mon cannot duplicate. Only the wealthy 
are able to take advaatage of its stock and 
bond offerings, but God offers to the poor 
and the rich alike equal opportunities 
to acquire Kingdom dividends. Unfortu- 
nately, the love of money prevents many 
of the wealthy from taking advantage of 
these splendid investments and our Lord 
pointed out the problem that would con- 
front rich men, making it difficult for them 
to enter the Kingdom of Heaven (Matt. 
19: 23).” 


There is still another important 
phase to tithing. It brings the individ- 
ual in closer touch with spiritual val- 
ues, for no man can remain indifferent 
to work he is helping to finance. After 
all, the very first indication of a man’s 
interest in any work is his willingness 
to support it financially. There are 
thousands who claim they are Chris- 
tians but who never give financial 
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support to real Christian work and 
some, though they may give occasion- 
ally, do not become systematic sup- 
porters of such work. Thus, by with- 
holding their tithes, not only are they 
robbing God, but their profession of 
faith in Christian principles and the 
Christian way of life has a hollow 
sound for they are without works. 
Jesus said, “Where your treasure is, 
there will your heart be also” (Matt. 
6: 21). 

All those who withhold their tithes 
because they feel they “cannot afford” 
to pay so much for the support of the 
Lord’s work will be unable to complain 
in the day of the Divine Assize because 
they receive no certificate of deposit 
from the keeper of the heavenly treas- 
ure. Through the tithe the way has 
been made easy for all, both poor and 
rich, to acquire equality of investment 
in Kingdom assets. 

Jesus confirmed the necessity to keep 
the Law of the Tithe when He called 
the Scribes and Pharisees hypocrites. 
“For,” He said, “Ye pay tithe of 
mint and anise and cummin, and have 
omitted the weightier matters of the 
law, judgment, mercy, and faith” 
(Matt. 23:23). Following this con- 
demnation for the failure to keep im- 
portant clauses of the law, and con- 
trasting that failure with their scrupu- 
lous observance of the tithing of small 
seeds, Jesus affirmed that they should 
continue this tithing but at the same 
time He called them hypocritical be- 
cause they were neglecting the weight- 
ier matters of the law. Let those who 
think that the Law of the Tithe is 
non-essential take heed, for Jesus 
warned: : 


*‘Whosoever therefore shall break one of 
these least commandments, and shall teach 
men so, he shall be called the least in the 
kingdom of heaven.” (Matt. 5: 19.) 


Every Christian is expected to do 
at least as much as is required under 
the law and many are doing more. 
When the Kingdom is functioning in 
full perfection upon earth under the 
administration of the Commandments, 
Statutes and Judgments of the Lord, 
every citizen will be required to pay 
the double tithe. The first tenth will 
be divided as it is now — one-tenth 
for the Church and nine-tenths for 
charitable and benevolent purposes. 
The second tenth will be the full tax 
paid to finance the administration of 
the affairs of state of the Kingdom of 
God. 
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Open Letter to Mr. Vishinsky 


Mr. VisHinsky — when you return to Russia, will you 
tell your people these truths about the U.S.A? You could 
do it in Pravda, which means truth. You could use Radio 
Moscow to tell them. You could tell it to your people who 
are not members of your Communist Party but who are 
owned, body and soul, by your Party. 

You could tell your people that we Americans are not 
seeking war and we are not war mongers. We hate war. 
We want peace. We want the whole world to have the 
opportunities and freedom upon which lasting peace can 
be brought to all nations. You know that. 

You could explain that we are not a capitalistic mo- 
nopoly. Tell your people that our railroads, telephones, 
radios, airlines, shipping lines, factories, stores, mines and 
forests are not owned by government but that they are 
owned by the people as private citizens. You could tell them 
that millions — and many more millions — of the people’s 
dollars are invested in our railroad, automobile and steel 
industries — and all other industries — all of which came 
out of the savings of the people. 

You could tell your people that we are not a capitalistic 
nation — but that your Russia today is the only completely capi- 
talistic nation on earth! It owns everything, including the 
people and the profits the people could make on their 
own labor. 

In America, the people own everything — including 
the government. In the U.S.S.R. the government owns 
everything — including the people. 

Tell the Russian people that in America, through indus- 
trial know-how, we have turned luxuries into mass produc- 
tion within the reach of everybody. Explain that tele- 


phones, bathtubs, gas stoves, radios, refrigerators, electric . 


lights, vacuum cleaners and automobiles are not luxuries 
in America. Tell them we have over 80% of all the auto- 
mobiles in the world and they are owned — not by the 
rich — they are owned by the people. They are the capi- 
talists. Every bit of property our people own is owned be- 
cause they have saved money out of the greatest earnings 
ever earned by any people. All because of the free competi- 
tive system, made possible by liberty. 

Tell your people about our courts of justice. Explain our 
jury system by which 12 of our equals decide on the guilt 
or innocence of anyone charged and brought to the bar. 
We do not have judges who decide on guilt or innocence. 
We, the people, decide. The judge pronounces sentence. 
We elect the judges. 

Also tell your people that we sent to your country 
$11,500,000,000 of lend-lease war material to win your 
war over Nazi Germany, your former ally, who turned on 
you. Marshal Stalin said that the war would have been 
lost without the productivity of America. You might tell 
your people that all the material and food sent to you was 
produced by America in addition to what we needed to 
win our own war and help England win hers. 

Tell your people how much greater American produc- 
tion is than that of Russia. Why? The secret is that U.S.A. 
production is free and every producer is free. Explain how 
every family in America is self-regulated and runs itself 
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better than you of the inner circle run all of the Russians 
from the Kremlin. 

Explain, Mr. Vishinsky, that in the U.S.A. every man, 
woman and child has the right to progress — is auto- 
matically given liberty and freedom — can pick out any 
educational opportunity they want, the job they want, 
and decide, personally, what they want to be. 

Tell them about our Constitution and how, if some 
people want something which is not constitutional, there 
must be submitted a proposed amendment so that all may 
vote — and only by a three-fourths vote of the legislatures 
of the states can such an amendment become law. No per- 
son, in or out of government, can issue an order in defiance 
of the Constitution. Tell them America believes in the 
rights of man and that we make the State a servant of the 
people. That is just the opposite of the Russian commu- 
nistic system where man is nothing and the State is every- 
thing, the sole possessor of liberty and freedom. 

Tell your people the U.S.A. is a Republic. That the same 
legal rules which enable us to continue as a Republic also 
enable our businesses to continue with constant change 
and modification. Would you tell them that America has 
achieved the highest living standard — the greatest toler- 
ance, the truest charity — all because of giving liberty and 
freedom to all people, and that we in America regard the 
police state as a horror, as a crime against the body and 
the soul of man? 

Tell your people that we resent the charges that we are 
a warmongering people. It is not only unkind and uncalled 
for, but a malicious statement. 

Mr. Vishinsky, if you were a citizen of the U.S.A. and 
returned from visiting Russia, you could state publicly 
what you discovered. You could say it in print, by radio — 
even in moving pictures. You would have that right as an 
American citizen. You are one of the big men of the 
U.S.S.R. Can you go home and tell the truth? 

As an American citizen of the U.S.A., I have freedom to 
make this statement in public print as often as I please. 
Recently, I was invited to make a radio broadcast. I will 
be glad to send it to you. It is something about our coun- 
try and the freedom of every individual in it. Would you 
like to read it? I can send it through the U.S. mail. Any 
citizen can have it. 

That is freedom, Mr. Vishinsky. That is the by-product 
—just one of the by-products —of the most priceless 
secret that you could carry back to Russia. The secret is 
the system by which the U.S.A. has made progress. A 
system of liberty and freedom for the individual. If you 
would see your own country move fast into a great, 
productive nation of happy people, set your people free. 
Take capitalism out of the hands of your government and 
put it in the hands of your people — where it belongs. 
Capitalism then ceases to be what you have called it and 
becomes the secret by which common wealth is created for 
all the people. 

Not a single word of this message has a double meaning. 
We owe a debt of gratitude to those who established our

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Comments and Conclusions

R. EpGAR J. GOODSPEED HAS PLACED ALL Bible 
students under an obligation of gratitude, not 
only for his modern interpretation of the New 

Testament, but for various works of illuminating research. 
His book, Strange New Gospels, is most instructive concern- 
ing some of the alleged “discoveries” of “ancient docu- 
ments” purporting to give us hitherto concealed light on 
some of the major occurrences recorded in the Gospels. 
A letter alleged to have been written by Jesus Christ to 
Abgar, King of Edessa, has even been circulated, while 
eye-witness accounts of the Crucifixion, and private letters 
giving impressions of Jesus’ personality, and even de- 
scribing His appearance with great minuteness, are nu- 
merous. The strange thing is that anyone with ordinary 
acquaintance with Biblical times or literature should be 
impressed by such things, yet the fact is that they are. 

Dr. Goodspeed undertook, as an exercise in research for 
himself and his students, to run down the source of these 
“strange new gospels,” and the report which he gives of 
the results is very informative. We now know where each 
“unknown life of Jesus” originated, what the internal 
evidences of credibility or incredibility are and where the 
notion arose that He spent the early part of His life study- 
ing in India — for which (although Dr. Goodspeed doesn’t 
deal with this) there is not the slightest support in any 
word He ever spoke or any attitude of His. The story of 
the origin of the contents of The Archko Volume, in Boone- 
ville, Missouri, in 1879, is given in detail— a most inter- 
esting tale of good intentions “fon the make” and of 
superstitious gullibility. And so with the spurious Confes- 
sions of Pilate, and all the rest. 

It is a useful piece of work but it will hardly stop the 
trend toward such things or their influence upon their 
readers. A lady who read Dr. Goodspeed’s book retorted 
that she still believed The Archko Volume anyway! People 
do, of course, believe what they want to believe, and a 
little of the spice of superstition always calls for more. 

BuT EVEN GREAT HEADS SOMETIMES NOD, and Dr. 
Goodspeed’s has taken quite a dip. Chapter 8 of his book 
bears the caption, ““The Twenty-Ninth Chapter of Acts,” 
and in it he charges that this particular forgery was foisted 
on the public by those who believe in the identity of the 
Anglo-Saxon-Celtic peoples with Israel. “One of their 
most interesting claims,”’ he says on pages 86-87, referring 
to believers in the identity, “‘is the discovery of the twenty- 
ninth chapter of the Acts of the Apostles.’? And again on 
page 93, after reciting the undoubted facts concerning 
this document, he says, ““The conclusion is unavoidable 
that it was composed to support the British-Israel move- 
ment which circulates it.”” How Dr. Goodspeed came to 
be taken in to the extent of believing that the Anglo- 
Israel believers composed it to bolster their own position, 
and circulated it for propaganda purposes, is something 
that he should explain. He has no evidence of what he says 
regarding believers in the modern identity of Israel, but 
he has complete evidence as regards the document. He 
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gives names and dates, but does not relate a single person 
named to the Anglo-Israel belief. It is a rather grave slip 
in what is otherwise a thoroughly reliable piece of work. 

I have no doubt that Dr. Goodspeed had seen this 
‘29th chapter” in some Brisith-Israel publication. I also 
have seen it there and have always inwardly or openly 
protested. I have also seen it in the publications of the 
religious denominations. Believers in the Anglo-Israel 
Identity are free, just as Baptists are free, and there are 
adherents of both who believe that there may be some- 
thing to The Archko Volume, as well as the rest of the strange 
assortment of “ancient documents.” But the statement 
that this “29th chapter” is the work of, or in behalf of, 
Anglo-Israel has no more truth than the “‘chapter”’’ itself. 
Dr. Goodspeed, I believe, will acknowledge that. Such a 
blunder should not have appeared in so useful a book. 

It would be interesting, however, to see the results of 
Dr. Goodspeed’s examination of the documents in the 
Vatican regarding St. Paul’s journey to Britain, as given 
in St. Paul in Britain by Rev. R. W. Morgan. There he 
would find some tougher material to dispose of than that 
with which he deals in Strange New Gospels. 

The appetite of the people for strange “discoveries,” 
especially in the religious field, always leaves us wondering. 
Such people rarely have equal appetite for the nourishing 
truth. There are those who still believe that Soviet airmen 
have actually discovered the remains of Noah’s ark on the 
heights of Ararat. Perhaps the significance of all this is 
that it indicates a progressive weakness in our people’s 
faculty of discrimination. It is easier to “(put something 
over” on our people today than at any other period in our 
history. And there are more persons making a business of 
doing it. Evidence multiplies that our own authorities are 
not above doing so at times. It would have been impossible 
to say this at any time up to 70 years ago.

OTHERS ARE WRESTLING OVER the weighty 

VY question of whether children attending Roman 
Catholic schools shall walk while those attending public 
schools shall ride, let us take time out to look at another 
development arising in the Church School idea. The 
parochial school idea is growing in favor in this country. 
If you don’t like the connotations of that term “‘parochial”’ 
(it only means “‘of the parish”), let us use the term Chris- 
tian or Church school. As an idea and as a corrective for 
certain serious tendencies amongst our people, it presents 
a growing appeal, not amongst the rich and influential 
churches so much as amongst the smaller, more serious 
congregations of the plain people. It is growing amongst 
Episcopalians and Lutherans especially, although I have 
heard a proposal made in a large city for a Presbyterian 
High School, and the impetus of its growth is the increasing 
realization that, as a moral force, the public school system 
of the country has fallen flat on its face — that same public 
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school system of which no less than forty years ago the na- 
tion in general was so proud. 

I have traveled the country rather extensively the past 
twelve months and the same story is told almost every- 
where; namely, that American high school youth is pretty 
well beyond control in school hours, and that the school 
authorities (not being much beyond school age themselves 
in many cases) believe this condition to be normal. Lack 
of discipline is normal! Hoodlumism in high school corri- 
dors is normal! Teachers standing in awe of their pupils 
is normal! 

There are, however, at least two exceptions to be noted. 
In the Middle West and West one comes, here and there, 
upon an oasis in the general disorder and these occur 
usually in communities where the Lutheran or Mormon 
influence is apparent. In the State of Missouri, where the 
Latter Day Saints are numerous (the reformed Church 
that never followed Brigham Young and never counte- 
nanced polygamy; indeed, the Book of Mormon denounces 
polygamy), the youth of the towns are several cuts above 
those of other communities. Independence, Missouri, the 
home town of President Truman, is 50% Latter Day 
Saints, that city being their world headquarters, and all 
through that area, and into adjacent Kansas, lowa and 
Nebraska, the influence of the sober, decent life of the 
adults is reflected in the behavior of the youth. 

ONCE, HAVING SEVERAL HOURS TO SPEND in Salt Lake 
City before my engagement (Salt Lake City being world 
headquarters for the Brigham Young branch of the 
Mormons) I took the opportunity to stroll through the 
downtown sections of the city. It is a very spacious place 
and shows wise foresight in city planning. After 30 or 40 
minutes of sauntering I became vaguely conscious of some- 
thing missing, of something different, which I could not 
at once identify. Presently it dawned on me that, for one 
thing, the streets were not lined with liquor saloons as in 
other cities, and that, of the hundreds of young men I 
saw passing along the streets, none were smoking. I began 
to look for the familiar cigarette dangling from the corner 
of loose, youthful lips and was astounded by the absence 
of that increasing symbol of our decadence. It was the 
Mormon influence. They have no hard and fast religious 
rule about it but they have a Word of Wisdom which 
seems to be seriously observed. 

Returning to my hotel, a modern one built and managed 

by Mormons, I noticed for the first time that there was no 
tobacco counter and no bar in the place. 

(Apropos of cigarettes: a member of a very much pub- 

licized cigarette manufacturing family in this country, 

when his own sons began to grow up, withdrew from the 

cigarette-making business and entered industry. He felt 

that his boys and the cigarette business did not harmonize 

in his moral view of things.) 

AND IT IS THE SAME WHERE LUTHERAN INFLUENCE is 

strong. Even small Lutheran congregations maintain their 

own parochial schools, and many who had no schools 

before, have recently begun to erect them. I know of one 

which opened with one teacher in a small cement block 

building and in less than a year was compelled to expand 

because so many non-Lutheran families in that part of the 

city wished to withdraw their children from the influence 

of the public schools. Parents complained of the chaos 

permitted even in first-grade rooms. I have lately checked 

two high schools in the same community, one of which

is dominated by a Communistically-inclined teaching 
staff, the other of which is shamefully represented by the 
bold misbehavior of its students on the streets. The en- 
croachment of trivial extra-curricular activities and the 
ceaseless entertainment fever, added to the eternal cult of 
noise and blah, calls for psychoanalysis of the whole 
situation. High school athletic contests are characterized 
by vulgarity, violence and a shocking lack of sportsman- 
ship. This is now the subject of much inside discussion. 
Physical education is a laudable pursuit, but there is little 
or no physical education in the athletic programs of our 
high schools. Juvenile delinquency is no mystery at all to 
those who know the general atmosphere of the politically- 
dominated public schools of our large cities.

WAS SO MUCH IMPRESSED BY SOME REMARKS made by 

S. L. A. Marshall as to the condition to which we have 
brought ourselves by our moral flabbiness, that I ask you 
to read his trenchant sentences: 

“IT have been puzzled that, as a nation, we have done 
so much to light the way for the less fortunate of the earth, 
and that, as a people, we have done so little to stimulate 
our children in the quest for the strong life. 

‘“‘We have not encouraged our children to believe in it. 
We have not encouraged them to seek the conquest of 
knowledge and of understanding, so that out of an en- 
riched philosophy toward life and toward their fellow 
men there will be a safeguard against the corrosion which 


_ comes of the illusion that life is easy and that the thing to 


do is to relax and enjoy the buggy ride. 

“That is why when 100 men are needed for public 
service, only 10 will step forward. 

“Our weakness lies also in the nature of what we live for. 
That our children must have good health and good food 
is sound enough; they must also have better clothes than 
their fathers and mothers had! That is required by what is 
called our standard of living. 

“But let us distinguish between a national standard of 
living and a private standard of indulgence. The latter 
means — well, let us look at it. 

“Tt means that our youth must be constantly amused by 
motion pictures and radio murder plots designed to sell 
toothpaste and cereals, or else they will be thrown by too 
much leisure. 

“It means that while they must be educated, school 
work mustn’t be too hard; therefore, difficult subjects are 
made elective so that if a boy hasn’t got brains enough to 
be a mechanic, his life won’t be ruined by making that 
self-discovery. 

“Tt means that we must provide Greek letter societies 
and victorious football teams, so that the young fellow 
doesn’t develop a sense of inferiority. 

“It means that at 14 he must be granted a license to 
drive the old man’s car, because, otherwise, he is being 
treated as a juvenile. 

“It means that he must go to college to satisfy his par- 
ents’ vanity even though he has proved in high school 
that he is as impervious to learning as P. T. Barnum’s 
Goofty-Goofty. 

‘AND SO THERE ARISES IN OUR MIDST a Citizenry that lives 
for the motor car and for its rear vestibule, the home, which 
was once the domain of the family, but is now a center 
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of bridge in the evenings, and for seeing the children when 
they get hungry. 

“Tt is a home with every gadget known to man which 
can become a possible excuse for resisting human toil. It 
is a home with no need for a library or for mature discus- 
sion, since one can turn a dial and get the distilled wisdom 
of hack radio commentators. 

‘It is a home where the young sprout, in the great ma- 
jority of cases, gets about only this type of indoctrination: 
‘Son, when the time comes that you own a larger house than this, 
belong to a better country club than I do, and drive the biggest car 
in your block, you will be an all-American success.’ 

“It is a home where the family thinks of the country 
only as a great Santa Claus rather than as a great personal 
responsibility. 

‘We are not rearing a generation of lusty, confident, 
weather-conditioned sons and daughters of democracy. 

“In fact, we are even letting our people forget how to 
walk: 30 pounds on the back of the average young man of 
this country will break him down. 

“We think we are getting somewhere physically because 
90,000 people gather at the university football stadium to 
see 22 men struggle around a ball. We forget that 65 per 
cent of American boys reach manhood without ever having 
taken part in group games. 

“For exercise, mature Americans travel farther under 
cover and on the seats of their pants than any people the 
world has ever known. 

“In so doing, the greater number pursue no ideal which 
has any greater importance than getting a thicker spread 
of butter on a softer slice of bread. 

“The question was raised by the great Teacher of men: 
‘What shall it profit a man if he gain the whole world and 
lose his own soul?’ ”

LINES ARE BEING WRITTEN TWO MONTHS before 
they appear in print so their comment cannot be 
freshly of the moment, but it seems evident in this first 
week of April that the movement to commit the country 
almost entirely to military control is not proceeding very 
successfully. ‘The tactics employed to “‘put across” certain 
measures have not commended themselves to the good 
judgment of the people in general; they are tactics which 
usually defeat themselves, and which, too often used, will 
engender disgust. The United States is not a new brand of 
soap to be sold by the cheapest publicity methods, and the 
people of the United States are not to be frightened into 
doing their duty. It would seem that the American distaste 
for militarization of civilian life has been strengthened 
rather than diminished by the recent experience. As a 
nation we do not believe that the man of the future will be 
a soldier. We do not believe that the destinies of this 
country call, as yet, for a man on horseback. We appre- 
ciate the desire which usually seizes upon the new occupant 
of a chair at Washington to make the whole country 
revolve around his particular job, but we also appreciate 

the reluctance of the people to be so revolved. 

As readers of Destiny know, this does not imply the 
slightest degree of nonappreciation of the professional 
soldier, or for the service of military science in the defense 
of the American ideal, but it does imply that the resort to 
arms usually follows some other avoidable failure. 
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It is now apparent that the Russian war scare of March, 
with all its trimmings, was part of a selling campaign for 
Universal Military Training which has been notably 
lacking in support from our legislative bodies at Washing- 
ton. It was a selling campaign for that proposal, and for a 
national draft of manpower, and for the allotment of huge 
sums for defense. But the progress of these proposals was 
somewhat entangled by the obviousness of the propaganda 
which was used; also by the disinclination of Congress to 
enact a universal military training law; also by the dis- 
agreements amongst the heads of the armed forces them- 
selves as to which branches of the Service should be built 
up; also by the opinion of experts that war is not a pos- 
sibility for Russia just now; also by the conclusion of our 
military leaders that if they can get the draft they are not 
particular whether UMT comes through or not. These 
rather formidable “‘ifs’? gave a sharp setback to what was 
obviously intended ‘to be a quick “pushover” for the 
whole program. The report that the head of our defense 
had made a bold demand for full powers over wages, 
prices and other vital items of a defense effort served as a 
straw which awakened many to observe that the time- 
tested and time-honored mode of American action was 
being turned in a reverse direction. And, since the achieve- 
ments of our Department of State under the Secretaryship 
of a great soldier have not been such as to convince the 
public in general of the extraordinary ability of the mili- 
tary mind in fields other than its own, these proposals 
have been regarded rather lukewarmly. That, however, is 
no assurance that the program will not be put through, or 
that protest based on principle will have any effect. 

Now, A COMMENT ON THESE COMMENTS: We have re- 
marked before that reliance on Russia’s having common- 
sense enough to know that she cannot make war now or for 
some time to come, may prove to be a false reliance. 
Russia is a fabric built on lies, not only on lies to the world 
but on lies to her own people, and one of the consequences 
of being a liar is that one comes at last to believe his own 
lie. ““He shall send them strong delusions that they should 
believe a lie” — their own lie. Had the leaders of the 
recent abortive attempts at world-upset been ruled by 
commonsense, they would not have embarked upon their 
fatal enterprises, but they did not have commonsense, or 
having once had it, had been deprived of it by their basic 
denial of the truth of life. And so it is possible that Russia, 
having been made a world figure by American aid (which 
she never has recognized), may take the attitude that she 
is what she boasts herself to be, and, self-deceived, may 
strike the blow that will prove her downfall. For fall she 
will! We should always be prepared against such crazy 
action. It will require no manufactured panic to have our 
people agree to that. 

AND, AS TO UNIVERSAL MILITARY TRAINING, the point 
that always impresses me is that the only two great peoples 
in the world today who have never suffered national 
defeat are the two peoples who have always stood out 
against universal military training. These peoples are 
ourselves and the British. Every nation lying in defeat and 
ruins today had long practiced universal military training. 
We know that years ago Japan brought moral and mental 
ruin upon the flower of her young manhood by universal 
military training. This is a fact that must have some 
meaning. And for him with ears to hear it does have a 
meaning.

Qur NATION NEVER HAS LACKED MEN or valor—men who 
came fresh to army life from civilian pursuits, doing more 
for the army than the army could do for them: valor that 
stemmed from a more dynamic source than mere training 
in a military unit, useful and necessary as that is. Superb 
soldiers in war, but having little stomach for barracks life 
in time of peace. Look at Britain’s military pride and 
power without universal military training. As I have often 
said, in a nation like ours there are always men who have 
a distinct and, we may even say, a Divine call to service 
on the military side of national life; to work at the job of 
keeping’ the science and equipment of defense up to par 
and free from the deterioration that might occur from 
disuse; to maintain the skeleton forces of defense that may 
be quickly filled with citizens when needed. And this 
system — distinctly Anglo-Saxon-Israel — must have ad- 
vantages, because the only nations able to lift their heads 
high today are the nations that have followed it. UMT 
would put us on a level with all the backward nations, would 
put us definitely on the road that carried them to defeat. 

It seems strange to many of us, that just when the mili- 
tary strength of the world is at its lowest point of depletion, 
just when war has administered to itself its deepest knock- 
out blow, the United States should start to change its whole 
principle and policy to harmonize with the old European 
fallacy, as if we believed war to be the great preoccupation 
of our future. Britain is reducing her armies; Russia’s 
armies are slowly ruining her; militaristic Spain has been 
so far impoverished by tyrannic militarism as to have 
become one of our pensioners; the only armies of any note 
in Europe, outside Russia, are being maintained by us — 
isn’t it time to do a little thinking? Let us not become 
victims of home-manufactured panics— although that 
exhortation may be needless, since, for the present at least, 
our people appear to have a clear idea of when and how 
and why they are being panicked. Let the Watchman on 
the Wall not cry, “Wolf! Wolf! too often. Some day he 
may sorely need to be believed. 

It is just as well to say these things while one can. Time

way of life and only by preserving and spreading the 
dignity of man —the rights of freedom — can we pay 
that debt. 

You can answer this message, Mr. Vishinsky. Any 
reputable newspaper in the United States will be glad to 
publish your reply. You have unlimited funds at your 
command. Why, you are the agent of the greatest capi- 
talistic power on earth! I am just an American citizen, one 
of the millions you have referred to as capitalists. 

We in America believe in the spiritual as well as the 
material side of life. They must go hand-in-hand. No 
country, no government, can abolish nature — the hand- 
maiden of God. Nor can they control the flood and ebb 
tides, the changes of seasons; nor did any country or 
government place in the earth minerals, oils, fish in the 
waters, fowl in the air.

Is (OR WAS) THE PEACE PALACE at the Hague, pro- 

[ moted by the Czar and built by Andrew Carnegie. 
There are the League of Nations buildings at Geneva, symbol 
of the now dead dream of Woodrow Wilson. And there is 
the present proposal to have the nation contribute $65,- 
000,000 to rear a home for the United Nations on land 
provided by a Rockefeller. Wisely, some members of 
Congress are raising the question whether it is prudent 
to spend $65,000,000 to house an institution that may be 
extinct by the time the structure is complete. It seems more 
certain now that the UN will become extinct than it 
appeared that either the Hague or Geneva would fail 
when they were first commenced. All such buildings are 
destined to become monuments to the human folly that 
believes it can say, “Peace, peace, when there is no 
peace,” and that it can build peace in politics when there 
is no peace in the soul. 

But that is the way of human folly always — it rushes in 
head first and fails, nor does it ever consider why it fails. 
You can enlist tens of thousands in peace societies and in 
peace campaigns, where you cannot enlist one in a move- 
ment to cultivate peace of heart. One is reminded of the 
religious "meeting where the exhorter shouted, ‘‘All those 
who want power, come down the aisle on this side; and 
all those who want purity of heart, come down the aisle 
on that side.” The aisle of those who wanted power was 
crowded, but only one little old lady came down for purity 
of heart. We all want power; we want to control; we want 
to set the world right. But we do not want to be power; 
we do not want to be under control; we do not ourselves 
want to be set right. We want to bring peace; we do not 
want to be peace, which is the only way of bringing it. 
So we build peace palaces and League of Nations head- 
quarters and UN capitols — funereal monuments to still- 
born ideals, believing that we have done something, when 
we have only been saved the trouble of being something. 
*“We’ll have peace if we have to fight for it” — that is 
doing as a substitute for being. And it always charms the 
multitude. 

“Do you see these great buildings, these massive stones?” 
the disciple asked Jesus. “‘Yes,’”’ He answered in effect, 
‘but do you see them?” He saw their futility. 

All doing that does not spring from a deeper being is 
doomed from the start. We are a nation that wants to 
rule the world in the way we think it should be ruled, while 
yet we cannot rule our own land properly. We cannot 
keep the peace in our own factories and mines. Our divorce 
rate proves we cannot keep peace in our own homes. Our 
country is still at the mercy of any man who wants to stop 
our fuel, or our transportation, or our opportunity to earn 
our living, or our communications, or our daily food. 
Lately this whole great nation has been on the verge of 
having its whole economic life disrupted in this way. Who 
are we to assume that we are capable of ruling the world? 
Let us remove the anarchy of our own land first. Let us 
have peace at home. But we shall not have peace until 
we become the peace. Peace is not a commodity separate 
from the spirit. ““This man shall be the peace” — shall be 
the peace — and that is the only way peace can come. 
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The Help of the Deliverer 


RECIOUS assurance indeed are the 
two lines which occur twice in 
Psalm 46: 

“The Lord of Hosts is with us; 

The God of Jacob is our refuge.” (Ps. 
46: 7 & 11.) 

Perhaps these two lines, which we 
often chant so thoughtlessly in religious 
services, are among the two best known 
lines in the Bible; they have given com- 
fort and confidence to innumerable 
Christians in every time of trial. But 
reading this and similar passages over 
more carefully to discover the true 
meaning of these assurances, one fact 
emerges, namely, that these passages 
are really prophetic promises made to 
the nation or race of Israel—to a literal 
people in extreme peril. 

First, let us try to find out to what 
event Psalm 46 refers; the Doctors of 
Divinity differ widely in their diag- 
nosis. The Companion Bible, from which 
we take the title of our article, says 
that it is: 

“Doubtless Hezekiah’s, during Senna- 
cherib’s siege. No other period of Israel’s 
history suits it. Not celebrating a victorious 
campaign, but a successful defense. Psalms 
46, 47 and 48, a trilogy referring to the 
same event.” 

From this we realize that if it was 
composed to celebrate that historical 
defense, it must have been written 
after the event as a lyrical outburst of 
thanks for a great national deliverance, 
whole-heartedly ascribed to God. But 
does this satisfy us? 

The Century Bible agrees with the 
above opinion and continues: 

“The language points more definitely 
than is usual with the Psalmists to an 
historical event of a notable character. 
Unquestionably, the event which most 
fully corresponds to the phraseology em- 
ployed is the occasion mentioned. There 
is, indeed, little choice. In these Psalms 
the City of Jerusalem itself is the center of 
both the danger and the triumph.” 


Differences of Opinion 
But expert opinion is not so unani- 
mous as these two quotations would 
lead one to expect. In his Book of the 
Psalms, W. F. Cobb, D.D., summarizes 
these differences of opinion as follows: 
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“Psalms 46, 47 and 48 have strong like- 
nesses, and may be safely attributed to the 
same originating cause. Delitzsch and oth- 
ers find it in Jehoshaphat’s victory over the 
Moabites, Edomites and others (see II 
Chron. 20). Kirkpatrick (and Jennings and 
Lowe also) ascribes it to the miraculous 
deliverance of Jerusalem from the army of 
Sennacherib ‘with a probability which 
approaches certainty.’ Rosenmuller, fol- 
lowing Aben-Ezra, says that the future 
wars of Gog and Magog, described in 
Ezekiel 38 and 39, were in the Psalmist’s 
mind. Barthgen is wise enough to express 
no opinion, and Duhm refers to the end of 
the third century B.c., after the wars of 
Alexander the Great and his immediate 
successors, and before the time of Anti- 
ochus Epiphanes. The only thing certain, 
amid such variety of opinion, is that a 
great deliverance, due to Jehovah, is 
hymned.” 


Here we have surmises that stretch 
from goo years before Christ to the still 
future overthrow of Gog and Magog, 
outlined in what are known as the Rus- 
sian chapters of Ezekiel (chapters 38 
and 39). 

The Doctors most certainly do not 
agree, for froin 900 B.C. up to this pres- 
ent year of grace there is a period of 
over 2,800 years and Gog’s overthrow 
1s still in the future. 


Is It a Prophetic Psalm? 


It certainly is difficult to “place” 
the event for the celebration of which 
the Psalm was written. This difficulty 
almost forces us to the conclusion that 
it was written as a prophetic Psalm to 
celebrate the final deliverance of all 
Israel. Even the higher critics point 
the way to such a suggestion, or solu- 
tion of the problem. Commenting on 
the verses quoted at the beginning of 
this article, The Century Bible remarks: 


“For the full meaning of the phrase 
Yahweh Tsebaoth (Sabaoth), Jehovah of 
Hosts, see below. It is found more than 120 
times in Isaiah and Jeremiah, and several 
times in the Psalms of the second and third 
books. Whatever the origin and history of 
the expression, its general significance 
points, as the Septuagint Translation indi- 
cates, to God All-Sovereign, while by the 

phrase, ‘the God of Jacob,’ is meant ‘the 
God of the nation’ [of Israel].” 


Here is the “see below”’ passage just 
referred to: 


“Lord of hosts, Tsebaoth. The full title is 
Yahweh, God of hosts; the most frequent 
form is Yahweh of Hosts. 7 his is emphatically 
the prophetic name of God; out of 282 instances, 
246 belong to the prophetical writings. [My 
italics. T.W.P.] It does not occur in the 
Pentateuch, and only fifteen times in the 
Psalms. The earlier meaning of the title 
had reference to military matters; God is 
described as the God of armies, especially 
the armies of Israel.” 


In confirmation of this the first 
English translation of the Septuagint 
(made by Charles Thomson, the first 
Secretary of the U.S.A. and a personal 
friend of George Washington) renders 
verses 7 and 11 thus: “The Lord of 
armies is with us, our helper is the God 
of Jacob.” 

Perhaps it is now time to read Psalm 
46 and note what it really says; nay, 
rather, what it really predicts. I give 
you the translation by W. F. Cobb, 
D.D.: 


1 “God is our refuge and strength, 
A very present help in trouble. 
2 Therefore will not we fear, though the 
earth be removed, 
And though the mountains be carried 
into the midst of the sea: 
3 Though the waters thereof roar and be 
troubled, 
Though the mountains shake with the 
swelling thereof. 
juHvu of hosts is with us; 
The God of Jacob is our refuge. 
4 The streams of JHVH rejoice the City of 
God: 


The holiest of the tabernacles of the 
Most High. 
5, God is in the midst of her; she shall not 
be removed: 
God shall help her, and that right 
early. 
6 The nations rage; the kingdoms quake: 
He utters His voice: the earth melts. 
7 yHvH of hosts is with us: 
The God of Jacob is our refuge. 
8 Come, behold the works of jHvu. 
What desolations He hath made in the 
earth. 
9 He maketh wars to cease unto the end of 
the earth; 
He breaketh the bow, and cutteth the 
spear in sunder: 
He burneth the chariot in the fire. 
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10 Be still, and know that I am God: 

I will be exalted among the nations, 

I will be exalted in the earth. 
11 JHVH of hosts is with us: 

The God of Jacob is our refuge.” 

Now let us lay aside all the proba- 
bilities and surmises of the higher 
critics that it is a descriptive thanks- 
giving written for an event that had 
taken place, thus making it not proph- 
ecy, but solely history. 

We may safely do so because we cannot 
find this event in history. 


There Remains Only Prophecy 


As soon as we turn our attention to 
the future and attempt to compare 
Scripture with Scripture (prophecy 
with prophecy), we are overwhelmed 
with the task and the scope of our ref- 
erences and their expositions. To thor- 
oughly examine these parallel passages 
would require far more space than can 
be spared here. To save space I will 
quote from the above authorities with- 
out giving the names, etc., every time; 
using quotation marks, of course, for the 
passages quoted. 


Armageddon? 


In verse 1 we have the two words, 
“refuge for defense, strength for attack.” 
This is a good introduction to the 
scene of the future descent from the 
north on Palestine and our future 
successful counter-attack. 

Verses 2 and 3 introduce us directly 
into the Second Advent period, with 
its accompanying earthquake splitting 
the Mount of Olives. Prophecy can be 
graphically and literally accurate in 
its description since it claims to be 
Divine foreknowledge. 

Ferrar Fenton’s translation reads: 


““God is a refuge for us, 
A strong help, when great troubles 
come; 


So when the earth quakes we fear not, 
Tho’ hills splash to the heart of the seas, 
Whose waters will murmur and roar, 
And break on the cliffs in their rush.” 


At the time of the earthquake the 
Mediterranean will fall eight times the 
depth of Niagara on its way to the 
present level of the Dead Sea. Could 
this event be described in more 
graphic language than the above 
quotation from Ferrar Fenton? 

This is not the only Psalm that 
speaks of the important part water will 
play in the events of that period. Dr. 
Cobb translates Psalm 98: 7-9 as 
follows: 

“‘Let the sea roar, and the fulness thereof: 
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The world, and they that dwell therein. 

Let the floods clap their hands: 

Let the hills be joyful together 

Before jHvH; for He cometh to judge 
the earth: 

With righteousness shall He judge the 
world, 

And the peoples with equity.” 

Let us continue to describe these 
great events by quoting the translation 
of the very next Psalm, i.e., Psalm 99, 
from the Polychrome Bible (U.S.A.). 
This descriptive language is truly 
awe-inspiring: 

“yHVH has assumed the sovereignty, the 

people tremble; __. 

He is enthroned on Cherubs, the earth 
quakes, 

Great is JHVH on Zion 

And exalted above all nations. 

Let His great and awful Name be praised ! 
Holy is He! 

Thou art a King who loves justice; 

Thou hast restored order; 

Justice and righteousness in Jacob 

Hast Thou Administered. 

Exalt juvu, our God, 

And fall down toward His footstool! 
Holy is He!” 

Surely this is nothing less than a 
prophetic description of theocracy in 
Israel in actual operation. The dic- 
tionary definition of “theocracy” 
reads: 

“The government of a state by the im- 
mediate direction, or administration, of 
God. Such a state is then called ‘a the- 
ocracy.’ 29 

To return to Psalm 46, we next read 
verses 4, 5 and 6 together. Here we 
notice in Dr. Cobb’s translation that 
the city of God is described as “The 
holiest of the Tabernacles of the Most 
High,” which implies there are many 
other Tabernacles dedicated to Je- 





hovah but one is the holiest of them all. 

Verse 4 foretells the future water- 
ways roundabout Jerusalem and these 
were fully described in my article, 
“Lattices Out of High Heaven Are 
Opened,” Destiny for January 1948, 
to which readers are referred. 

Verses 8, 9 and 10 take us to those 
final events at Armageddon which will 
terminate all wars. 


Chariots 


Verse 9 concludes: ““He burneth the 
chariots in the fire.” This burning of 
war weapons, etc., will be a great one. 
It is described in Ezekiel 39: 9-10: 
“They will use them as firewood seven 
years.” The footnote in The Century 
Bible reads: 


“The word translated ‘chariots’ is not 
the usual one for war-chariot. (The ancient 
type of fighting chariot.) It means rather 
‘wagons,’ as in Gen. 45: 19; some versions 
read ‘shields.’ But I Sam. 17: 20 shows that 
these vehicles, whether they corresponded 
to what we call baggage wagons or not, 
were associated with war.” 


Finally, we get the all-important, 
time-marking phrase in verse 9: “He 
maketh wars to cease’’; and the out- 
come of this terrible and final visitation 
is well described in this note from the 
Polychrome Bible on that verse: 


“The catastrophe depicted has given 
[will give—T.W.P.] rise to an empire 
powerful enough to repress all national 
animosities within its wide boundaries and 
in this way establish God’s peace.” 

This future world-empire will be the 
reunited twelve tribes of all Israel and 
they will recite these two lines from 
Psalm 46, humbly acknowledging: 
“The Lord of Hosts is with us; The 
God of Jacob is our refuge.”

DESTINY’S FORECAST OF THE NEWS 


Destiny for January 1941: 

‘Now the secret of atomic power is near solution. It is signif® 
icant that 1821-2 A.D. began the period of discovery. Sixty years 
later (1881-2 A.D.) began the period of application and use. 
Sixty years later is 1941-2 A.D., which will begin a sixty-year pe- 
riod destined to see the third and final stage in this process of the 
discovery and use of God’s great bounties reserved for man’s com- 
fort and happiness. With the opening of this new year of 1941 
A.D. the probability has now become a possibility amounting 
almost to a certainty that the greatest of all the discoveries of the 
age is about to be given to man. The very fact that God is now 
opening His storehouse of power and energy for man’s unlimited 
use is in itself prima facie evidence that we are rapidly approaching 
the terminal period of this present world order of chaos and 
trouble.” 

The world knows now that in 1941 the progress of atomic research had 
reached the point where it was possible to develop the atomic bomb and on 
August 6, 1945 it was shocked to its very foundations by the dropping of 
the first atom bomb on Hiroshima. Subsequent events leave no doubt that 
we have indeed entered the third stage mentioned above. Can any doubt 
linger but that the final statement of this forecast will also have an exact 
fulfillment?

Destiny for November 1939:

Destiny for July 1941: . 

“Let us recall that the Anglo-Saxon nations assisted Hitler 
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financially and otherwise in his rise to power, with the hope that 
he would stem Soviet aggression. Hitler turned on them! Now that 
Hitler is moving against Russia, will our leaders make a further 
mistake and go to the assistance of Russia against Germany? 
If they do, it will be to place at the disposal of Russia weapons 
and means which will later be turned against us after Germany 
and Russia have settled their differences. This is only the first 
phase of the war which will later result in central Europe and all 
the Russians moving against Anglo-Saxon-Israel, and will likely 
witness great internal upheavals which may bring America to 
the verge of despair as subversive forces, now under cover, are let 
loose in this country. Will the present attack upon Russia by 
Germany bring a later agreement, giving Russia a commanding 
position; will German technical and military leadership be used 
to lead the Russian hordes against a common enemy? Is this new 
turn but a trap on the part of the evil forces — a trap to draw the 
United States and Great Britain into assisting a godless, Com- 
munistic organization to the later discomfiture of Anglo-Saxon- 
dom? If ever it was imperative for America to refuse to assist a 
nation, this is certainly true in regard to Russia in the light of her 
future, definite moves as outlined. If American and British lead- 
ers become so foolish as to furnish Russia with military informa- 
tion and assistance, they will have only themselves to blame when, 
at a later date, it is used against them!”’ 

In the light of present Russian tactics, this needs no further elucidation. 


Destiny for May 1940: 

“The League of Nations became impotent primarily because 
God was completely ignored and His plans left out of their 
calculations. Can the nations, who today still refuse to recognize a 
Supreme Being and His control over the affairs of men, have 
greater success in the formation of a federation of nations than 
was possible through the League? There is only one basis for a 
lasting peace.

It cannot be otherwise with a people who are re- 
fusing to awaken to spiritual values — an awakening which would 
preserve the principles of equity, justice and peace inherent in 
Anglo-Saxon economy without the tremendous sacrifices we are 
about to be called upon to make.” 

Watch the progress and results of ECA and United States’ commitments 
by UN deliberations. — En. 

Destiny for May 1940: 

‘The international sky is taking on the hue of a setting sun as 
nation rises against nation. Yet in the lengthening shadows is 
written the coming end of oppression for those who now groan 
with heavy burdens, as with aching hearts and longing eyes they 
press on with unfaltering faith. Though it is eventide, there is light — 
for soon, very soon, will come the dawn of a bright and glorious 
tomorrow. In that day, ““They shall sit every man under his vine 
and under his fig tree; and none shall make them afraid: for the 
mouth of the Lord of hosts hath spoken it.” 

The purpose of Destiny is to point out this hope. — Ep. 
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THE BOOK OF THE LAW 


CHAPTER V 
MURMURINGS AND DISSENSIONS 


COMMAND WAS GIVEN for Israel to depart from 
Mount Sinai and take up their journey toward the 
Promised Land: 

**And it came to pass on the twentieth day of the second month, 
in the second year, that the cloud was taken up from off the tab- 
ernacle of the testimony. And the children of Israel took their 
journeys out of the wilderness of Sinai; and the cloud rested in the 
wilderness of Paran.”? (Num. 10: 11.) 


This was in the year 2516 A.M. (1484 B.c.), for the Sacred 
Year, upon which the records of the Bible were written 
from the time of the Exodus, began with the 1st day of the 
4th civil month. The 2d month of this Sacred Year would 
be the 8th civil month of 2516 A.M., and in the spring of 
the year (approximately our month of April). 


The Mixed Multitude 


Three days after leaving Mount Sinai, the people 
camped at Taberah. When Israel left Egypt quite a number 
of non-Israelitish people joined them, no doubt intrigued 
by the manner in which their God had intervened in be- 
half of the people and delivered and blessed them. They 
were the “mixed multitude” referred to in the Biblical 
account (Ex. 12: 38) and it is very likely that they went 
along because of glowing accounts they had heard of the 
times of prosperity which lay ahead of Israel under the 
benevolent care and leadership of their God. They did not 
anticipate the difficult days of the wilderness trek which 
lay between them and the goal they expected to achieve 
any more than the children of Israel did themselves. 

While these camp followers believed in Israel’s God 
to the extent of carrying out the instructions given the 
people, they were not at all spiritually inclined to settle 
down to the hardships of wilderness life for any great length 
of time: 

“‘And the mixt multitude that was among them fall a lusting: 
and the children of Israel also wept again, and said, Who shall 
give us flesh to eat? We remember the fish, which we did eat in 
Egypt freely; the cucumbers, and the melons, and the leeks, and 
the onions, and the garlick: But now our soul is dried away: there 
is > at all, beside this manna, before our eyes.” (Num. 11: 
4-6. 


In his translation of the Bible, Ferrar Fenton declares it 
was the mixed multitude who originated this lament and 
wept over their lack of meat. Moffatt translates that it was 
the “riff-raff’ among Israel that started the complaining. 
Here we have the foreigners, or non-Israelitish people, 
among Israel leading the people astray, turning them 
against their God. Ancient history is being repeated in 
modern times, for often the places of pleasure and amuse- 
ment open on Sunday in violation of the Sabbath Law of 
God are operated by those of the mixed multitude in our 
midst today. Many modern Israelites have been eager 
enough to follow the example set just as many of the Is- 
raelites in Moses’ camp soon joined the complainers in 
their lament. 
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Evidently the spirit of revolt was developing so rapidly 
in the camp that the Lord was compelled to deal severely 
with the camp followers who were largely responsible: 


‘And the fire of the Lord burnt among them, and consumed 
them that were in the uttermost parts of the camp. And the 
people cried unto Moses; and when Moses prayed unto the Lord, 
the fire was quenched.”” (Num. 11: 1-2.) 


Moses named the place Taberah because it was there 
that the fire of the Lord fell among them. 


Moses Discouraged 


Moses finally asked the Lord to relieve him of the burden 
of trying to provide for all the people who were crying, 
“Give us flesh that we may eat.” He said it had become 
too heavy a burden for him to bear. Discouraged with the 
situation, Moses asked God to favor him by taking his life 
rather than leave him to face the rising rebellion among the 
people and the trouble which would result. 


Appointment of Elders 


God recognized that the burden was too great for Moses 
to continue to bear alone: 

‘And the Lord said unto Moses, Gather unto me seventy men 
of the elders of Israel, whom thou knowest to be the elders of the 
people, and officers over them; and bring them unto the taber- 
nacle of the congregation, that they may stand there with thee. 
And I will come down and talk with thee there: and I will take of 
the spirit which is upon thee, and will put it upon them; and they 
shall bear the burden of the people with thee, that thou bear it 
not thyself alone.” (Num. 11: 16-17.) 


Meat Promised 


Here we have God confirming the selection of the 
seventy elders who were appointed to assist in the ruling of 
all Israel. The Lord informed Moses that the people were 
to sanctify themselves, for the next day they would eat 
flesh day after day for an entire month until they loathed 
it. This was because they had spurned the Lord and wailed 
because He had not left them in Egypt. Moses was puzzled 
as to where such an amount of meat would come from but 
the Lord replied: 


“Is the Lord’s hand waxed short? Thou shalt see now whether 
my word shall come to pass unto thee or not.” (Num. 11: 23.) 


The people were informed by Moses of the words of the 
Lord and at the same time he gathered the seventy Elders 
and brought them to the Tabernacle. The Spirit of the 
Lord came upon them and they prophesied, addressing the 
people. But two of the men remained in the camp and the 
Spirit of the Lord came upon them also, though they had 
not presented themselves at the Tabernacle. A young man 
ran to inform Moses of what was going on in the camp and 
Joshua, jealous for Moses, asked him to restrain them from 
prophesying in the camp: 

“And Moses said unto him, Enviest thou for my sake? Would 
God that all the Lord’s people were prophets, and that the Lord 
would put his spirit upon them.” (Num. 11: 29.) 

Moses’ character is revealed in this answer. He was not 
concerned at all that Eldad and Medad remained in the 
camp and did not come to meet him at the Tabernacle. 
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The fact that they also prophesied led him to wish that 
everyone in Israel had the Spirit of the Lord resting upon 
them. 
East Wind Brings Quail 

Moses and the Elders remained in the camp and a wind 
from the Lord brought quail from the sea. They fell in the 
camp in great heaps and at a distance of a day’s journey on 
each side of the camp. The people went out and gathered 
quail, spreading them out to dry. But as the people were 
eating this food in haste to satisfy their greed, a terrible 
plague resulted which slaughtered many. God had fulfilled 
His promise and sent them meat but the greedy ones 
among the people died of the plague. 


Atheists Answered 


Atheists have made fun of the account of the number of 
quail stated in the King James Version of the Bible, ““T'wo 
cubits high upon the face of the earth” (Num. 11: 31). 
This would be approximately four feet but it should be 
noted that the word high is not in the original text. The 
Companion Bible points out that the quail were flying about 
this number of feet above the earth’s surface and so were 
easily caught, while many fell in heaps on the surface of the 
ground, evidently exhausted from their flight. 

Since the translation and publication of the Bible as set 
forth in the King James Version, there have been other 
translations into modern English by scholars who have 
given a more exact and accurate rendering of the original 
text. Ferrar Fenton translates the passage: 


“And a wind came from the Ever-Living and brought up 
quails from the sea, and they were scattered over the camp for a 
day’s journey on this side, as far as a day’s journey on the other 
side, all around the camp, and were heaped on the surface of the 
ground.” (Num. 11: 31.) 


The Hebrew word translated “‘fall’’ is natash and means 
exactly, as rendered by Ferrar Fenton, ¢o spread out or to 
scatter. We have in this account two facts. rst) Quail were 
scattered over the camp and in a wide territory on either 
side. 2nd) They were heaped up in piles in this same terri- 
tory. This, no doubt, resulted from whole flocks falling to- 
gether. There is no indication from the context and mean- 
ing of the original text that all the ground was covered 
to an even depth. The quail were scattered and in piles in 
the camp and extended over an immense surrounding ter- 
ritory. 

“And he called the name of that place Kibroth-hattaavah 
[meaning the grave of lust]: because there they buried the people 
that lusted.’”” (Num. 11: 34.) 


Revolt of Miriam and Aaron 


Israel took up the journey and moved to a place called 
Hazeroth where trouble, that evidently had been devel- 
oping in Moses’ household for some time, came to a head: 


“Miriam and Aaron spake against Moses because of the 
Ethiopian woman whom he had married: for he had married an 
Ethiopian woman.”’ (Num. 12: 1.) 


Moses’ Wife 


A great deal of nonsense has been written and taught 
about this “Ethiopian” wife of Moses. The use of the term 
Ethiopian in referring to Moses’ wife has prevented many 
from understanding to whom reference was made. Miriam 
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and Aaron described her in that way to voice their con- 
tempt for her. 

The first and major question to be answered is, Where is 
the Ethiopia to which they were referring as the country 
from which Moses’ wife came? Rev. W. M. H. Milner has 
this to say about Cush and Ethiopia in his booklet, “‘ The 
Russian Chapters of Ezekiel: * 

“In Bible geography there were two Cushite areas: one in Asia 
and one in Africa. Similarly, the Greek writers allow for an East- 
ern and Western Ethiopia.” 


Eastern Ethiopia 

Arabia was a part of ancient Eastern Ethiopia and there 
the Midianites resided. With these facts in mind we realize 
it was in Arabia that Moses married Zipporah, his Midi- 
anite wife, the daughter of Jethro, the Priest of the Midi- 
anites. She was a Cushite from the Asiatic land of Cush 
and, though actually a Midianite, she could be called an 
Ethiopian. 

Only a short time before the quarrel began to develop 
in Moses’ family Jethro, Moses’ father-in-law, had met him 
at Horeb, bringing his wife and sons to him (Ex. 18: 5). 
This occurred just before the organization of Israel into a 
Kingdom at Mount Sinai. Jethro returned home but his 
residence was so near Mount Sinai that he seems to have 
been in constant touch with his son-in-law. This is borne 
out in the fact that as Moses was about to lead Israel from 
Mount Sinai he said to his father-in-law: 


“‘We are journeying unto the place of which the Lord said, I 
will give it you: come thou with us, and we will do thee good: for 
the Lord hath spoken good concerning Israel.’? (Num. 10: 29.) 


Speaking Against Moses 


Though Jethro refused to leave the wilderness, he did 
assist Moses on his way. It was only a few days after this 
that Miriam and Aaron were brought to judgment for hav- 
ing spoken against Moses because of their dislike for his 
wife, Zipporah. It is very evident that upon the arrival of 
Zipporah in the camp Moses’ sister Miriam and his brother 
Aaron were very much opposed to her and it led to a revolt 
against the authority of Moses. Miriam and Aaron began 
to stir up the people and their words were having an effect: 


“‘Hath the Lord indeed spoken only by Moses? Hath he not 
spoken also by us? And the Lord heard it. (Now the man Moses 
was very meek, above all men which were upon the face of the 
earth.) And the Lord spake suddenly unto Moses, and unto 
Aaron, and unto Miriam, Come out ye three unto the tabernacle 
of the congregation. And they three came out. And the Lord 
came down in the pillar of the cloud, and stood in the door of the 
tabernacle, and called Aaron and Miriam: and they both came 


_ forth.”” (Num. 12: 2-5.) 


Campaign of Slander 

Jealous of Moses, and particularly incensed against 
Zipporah, his wife, a slanderous campaign was under way 
against his leadership in the camp. The purpose was to 
undermine the authority and position he occupied. Moses 
was not seeking honor or high position for himself and he 
therefore made no claims to greatness, nor tried to refute 
the evil reports his brother and sister were circulating in 
the camp. The Lord had to intervene in his behalf and He 
said to Miriam: 


* $.35 postpaid. Destiny Publishers, Haverhill, Mass. 
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“Hear now my words: If there be a prophet among you, I the 
Lord will make myself known unto him in a vision, and will speak 
unto him in a dream.” (Num. 12: 6.) 

This was the ordinary channel through which the Lord 
communed with His prophets — by visions and dreams. 
However, God made it very clear that He did not use 
these methods to communicate with Moses: 

“I speak to him directly, openly, with no dark sayings, and he 
sees the very form of the Eternal. Why, then, were you not afraid 
to attack my servant Moses?” (Num. 12: 8, Moffatt Trans.) 

Miriam and Aaron had created a serious situation for, 
being of the household of Israel’s leader, their words would 
carry weight with the people. The rebellion against Moses’ 
authority reached a critical point — evidently almost 
wholly the result of Miriam’s jealousy of Moses’ wife. Prior 
to Zipporah’s arrival at the camp Miriam had no doubt 
occupied a place of prominence in connection with Moses’ 
official activities. Now his wife had taken her place and she 
did not take kindly to it. The Lord was compelled to in- 
tervene directly in behalf of His servant Moses who did not 
defend himself by laying claim to being the one appointed 
by God to lead His people to the Promised Land. In this 
sense the account refers to him as the meekest of men. The 
anger of the Lord was kindled against both Miriam and 





Aaron but as He departed in the cloud, ‘‘Behold, Miriam 
became leprous, white as snow” (Num. 12: 10). 


Sin Acknowledged 


Aaron, acknowledging their sin, asked Moses to pray to 
God in their behalf. He confessed they had tried to usurp 
Moses’ authority and leadership. Aaron then pleaded for 
Miriam and Moses appealed to God to heal her. The Lord 
said: 

“If her father had but spit in her face, should she not be 
ashamed seven days? Let her be shutout from the camp seven days, 
and after that let her be received in again.”’ (Num. 12: 14.) 


Miriam’s Punishment 

The rebellion was serious and required severe steps to 
curb it. This public example of the foolishness of opposing 
Moses was essential and the fact that his own sister was 
punished would have a restraining effect on anyone else 
who might aspire to take over leadership in the camp. If 
the Lord had not intervened at that time, disruption and 
civil strife would surely have ensued. 

While Miriam remained outside the camp the people 
camped at Hazeroth. She was healed and restored to the 
camp at the end of seven days. 


Fellow-Travelers 


THE COINING of new titles in the attempt to classify who 
is who in the political babel is interesting. With growing 
insistence the government is being urged to expel not only 
Communists but also “‘fellow-travelers” from the many 
strategic positions into which they have succeeded in 
placing themselves. There is a growing concern about the 
menace to our national welfare of their presence in so many 
positions where they have access to information which it is 
undesirable that it should be communicated to Moscow. 

The fate of Czechoslovakia, which has become another 
satellite of the Soviet Union — its annexation having been 
engineered in the now familiar way — had led to the 
question being asked as to whether all is well within the 
borders of our own nation. The answer has been dis- 
quieting. There are in our midst those who are subtly 
working to betray us. A reluctance, for party-political 
reasons, to admit the menace reveals itself in efforts to 
whitewash what would otherwise be an embarrassment; 
nevertheless, the need to deal drastically with the matter 
persists and the demand for the expulsion of the “‘fellow- 
travelers,’ as well as the Communists, is insistent. The 
use of the former appellation as a distinction is interesting. 

The Communist is easily defined; he represents those 
“‘who have sold themselves to a materialistic religion 
which comes before everything else,” something which 
goes deeper than mere membership of a political party. 
But who are these ‘“‘fellow-travelers’”? Are they Com- 
munists masquerading under a cloak not too obviously 
red, or are they just harmless intellectuals? Whichever 
they are, they should have no place in the government 
and no access to vital information. Current events show 
that no chances dare to be taken. Moscow’s pioneer 
agents are everywhere and the great globe itself is their 
goal and aim. 
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This is not the first time in the history of Israel — and 
we are Israel today — that there has been difficulty and 
danger with the “fellow-travelers.”” When Israel left 
Egypt ‘“‘a mixed multitude went up also with them,” and 
it was among those “‘fellow-travelers” that the seeds of 
trouble appeared: ‘‘And the mixt multitude that was 
among them fell a lusting.” Later in their history, when 
the nation was recalled to obedience to God’s Law, this 
matter had to be dealt with: ““Now it came to pass, when 
they had heard the law, that they separated from Israel 
all the mixed multitude.” So history repeats itself and to- 
day, many centuries later and under very different world 
conditions, we are facing the same problems of the 
“‘fellow-travelers” and the need that “‘they be separated 
from Israel.” 

We shall never be strong or in a position to fulfill our 
high calling and destiny to be God’s peacemakers and 
lead other nations until we are prepared to separate the 
mixed multitude from among us. How very greatly the 
unenviable task devolving upon our leaders would be 
eased were they to recognize their identity as the People 
of the Book and seek their instructions from the Lord God 
of their fathers. Our weakness today lies in our ignorance 
of that identity and, as a consequence, our neglect to take 
God into consideration. The moment we are ready and 
willing to do this there will come the conviction and the 
courage to deal with the fifth columnists which constitute 
a Trojan Horse in our midst — a conviction and a courage 
backed by the Divine authority which none can gainsay. 
This strong lead would save us from our present dilemma 
and place the nation in a commanding position in dealing 
with whatever menace threatens the security and peace 
of the world.
